Bernard Shaw Says No Nation 
Is Going to Intervene on Side of 
Ethiopia and Mussolini Knows It 


Only Way for Lion of Judah to Escape War 
Is to Accept Position of Native Prince 
in Italian Empire. 


By G. BERNARD SHAW, 
(Great Britain’s authoer-lecturer- 
playwright and winner of the No- 
bel Prize for Literature in 1925.) 
(Copyright, 1935, by the Associated Press.) 
LONDON, Aug. 30.—In the event 
of war between Abyssinia and Italy, 
neither the United States nor any 


European state could possibly in- 
tervene on the side of Abyssinia. 
Signor Mussolini knows this. He 
has a free hand in Abyssinia; and 
it would be far kinder to the Abys- 
sinians, and increase Signor Musso- 
lini’s responsibility to public opin- 
ion if the fact were at once ac- 
knowledged. 

This inevitable conclusion will 
be another blow at the League of 
Nations; but such blows are the 
penalty for the  thoughtlessness 
with which the League was con- 
stituted. 

I pointed out, years before Wood- 
row Wilson took a hand in the busi- 


ness, that such supernational 
leagues must be psychologically 
homogeneous. They can operate 


onfy if they make a certain level 
of civilization an _ indispensable 
qualification for admission. 

For example, a cannibal state, as 
New Zealand was before England 
took possession exactly as Musso- 
lini now proposes to take posses- 
sion of Abyssinia, could not have 
pleaded membership of a League of 
Nations (had such a thing then ex- 
isted) as a bar to English civiliza- 
tion, because no civilized nation 
could have gone to war with En- 
gland in defense of cannabalism. 
The fact that the invitation to Abys- 
sinia to join the league came from 
Italy does not alter the situation in 
the least. Italy made a mistake, 
that is all. 

The only way to escape war for 
the lion of Judah is to accept the 
position of a native Prince under 
the Italian Empire, as he would in 
India under the British bares tos 


That would extend his own power 
over his people very considerably; 
for his present police, representing 
the reality of his power, can he 
neither as effective nor as omni- 
present as Italy could make it. 

The notion that annexation of 
Abyssinia by Italy could provoke 
a European war immediately and 
directly on its own merits is child- 
ish nonsense. But there are re- 
moter possibilities which should 
make Italy do what she can to ob- 
tain a bloodless surrender. 

If the Abyssinians put up a fight 
on lines laid down by Lawrence of 
Arabia, carefully avoiding anything 
like pitched battle, they may effect 
a drain on Italy's resources and 
the patience of her people that will 
make it impossible for Il Duce to 
undertake another war on her 
northern frontier. 

In such an event, Herr Hitler will 
realize the dream of his youth by 
anschluss, completing a central Ger- 
man Empire in Germany and Aus- 
tria. The Little Entente could hard- 
ly fight him without Italy’s help. 
The league could not object to an- 
schluss as a thing bad in itself! it 
would be the salvation of ruined 
Vienna. 

I see no other serious considera- 
tion that will put a brake on Italy. 
Pacifists will exclaim against the 
horrors of war. Diplomatists wili 
rush about between embassies and 
Geneva assuring us they are doing 
their utmost to secure observance 
of the covenant consistently with 
the interests of their respective na- 
tions. But the interest obtainable 
on capital, now a drug on the mar- 
ket, will double; industries — will 
make big profits. Banks will flour- 
ish. The heaps of dead in Ethiopia 
will not inconvenience the owners 
of heaps of money now on deposit 
at one per cent, and hungering for 
five. I have not forgotten how the 
South African war improved my 
own financial situation. 
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ENGLAND GIVING “4 
JOBS “IN EXILE” TO 
IDLE CHILDREN 


Unemployed’ in Distressed 
Areas to Work in Other 
Parts of Kingdom.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—An _ experi- 
ment in mass migration is being 
undertaken by Britain’s Ministry of 
Labor in an effort to find employ- 
ment for 200,000 childret.. 

All of them within the past 12 
months have reached the age of 14, 
when they no longer may attend 
free elementary schools. As their 
parents are unable to send them to 
private schools, the youngsters con- 
stitute a serious increase in the un- 
employment ranks. 

A majority of the jobless children 
live in England’s “distressed areas” 
—South Wales, Durham, Northum- 
berland, Liverpool, Cumberland and 
parts of Scotland. The ministry’s 
plan is to send them in large groups 
to the more prosperous midlands 
and south country. 

By keeping children from the 
same arec. together in employment 
“exile,” it is believed they will suf- 
fer less from homesickness. Ar- 
rangements are being made to pro- 
vide cheap week-end fares so par- 
ents and children can visit each 
other.

Paul Morefield, 30-year-old fill- 
ing station attendant who followed 
Mrs. Goldie Stutz, beauty parlor 
proprietor, to St. Louis after their 
vacation romance at Lake of the 
Ozarks and disappeared after she 
lent him $200, pleaded guilty of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses 
today and was sentenced to six 
months in the workhcuse by Cireuit 
Judge Kirkwood. 

Mrs. Stutz, who operates a beauty 
parlor at 3847 South Broadway, 
spent her vacation near Camdenton, 
the home of Morefield’s relatives, 
where he also was on vacation. 
When she returned to St. Louis 
Aug. 16, Morefield also came here 
proposed marriage and rented a 
room near her beauty parlor. 

Telling Mrs. Stutz that he needed 
$200 to close negotiations for a fill- 
ing station at which he promised to 
give her 14-year-old son a job, he 
induced her to lend him the money. 
When he did not call for her to 
show her the station, she found 
his personal effects had been sent 
to Oklahoma City from his rooming 
house, 

Mrs. Stutz asked police to find 
Morefield and deposited $100 with 
the Circuit Attorney to cover the 
expenses of returning him from Ok- 
lahoma City when his arrest there 
was reported. 

At the time of his arrest, More- 
field had $149 which he said was 
part of the money obtained from 
Mrs. Stutz. She did not appear in 
court today. 

Charged first with obtaining $200, 
Morefield agreed to plead guilty if 
the amount stated in the warrant 
were reduced to $30, thus making 
the offense a misdemeanor instead 
of a felony.

TWO MEN HANGED 
FOR MURDER Al 
NEW MADRID, MO. 


Eddie Gayman and Roy 
Hamilton Put to Death 
for Killing Oil Station 
Man in Holdup. 


BOTH GO WITHOUT 
AID TO GALLOWS 


Widow of Victim Among 
600 Spectators—Another 
Crowd of 600 Outside 
the Stockade. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW MADRID, Mo., Aug. 30.— 
Eddie Gayman and Roy Hamilton 
were hanged at dawn today for a 
holdup murder. It was Southeast 
Missouri's first double hanging in 
30 years. 

The two were executed for killing 
Arthur Cashion, filling station at- 
tendant, in an attempted robbery 
on Christmas eve of 1933. 

Both of the men walked to the 
gallows unassisted. Hamilton, 26 
years old, was hanged first. The 
trap was sprung at 5:35 a. m. and 
doctors pronounced him dead at 
5:52. Gayman dropped through the 
trap at 6:05 a. m. and was pro- 
nounced dead at 6:17, He was 40 
years old. 

Sheriff Sam Harris, who never 
had seen an execution until two 
weeks ago, officidted at the hang- 
ings. 

Only One Man. Speaks. 


Both condemned men told the 
Sheriff they had nothing to say, 
but Hamilton bade his executioner 
good-by and added, “I hope you'll 
meet me over there.” 

Although Hamilton appeared 
nervous while officials prepared to 
take him to the allows, Gayman 
walked i; over 


Sheriff Harris shook hands with 
each of them before his assistant, 
Phil Hanna, a professional execu- 
tioner, adjusted the nooses. The 
Rev. E. A. Roberts kissed each 
man as he stepped to the platform. 

After the black hoods had been 
adjusted on the head of each man 
by a fellow officer, one of several 
who assisted in the executions, the 
Sheriff sprang the traps. 


About 600 persons witnessed the 
hanging inside the stockade sur- 
rounding the gallows. About, 600 
stood outside. Two men fainted 
during the executions. 

“They were very nice — they 
walked up there like men,” Sher- 
iff Harris commented. “I’m glad 
its over, but it was just another 
official duty.” 

The Sheriff had taken lessons in 
hanging from Hanna. 

Mrs. Arthur Cashion, wife of the 
man killed by Gayman and Hamil- 
ton, was in the crowd of witnesses. 

“I’m satisfied now,” she _ said. 
“Their lives have been given for 
my husband’s. Their souls. are 
saved.” 


Talk to Fellow Prisoners. 


Last midnight, Gayman addressed 
his fellow prisoners in the jail. 

“In December, 1933, I killed a 
man because the devil was in me,” 
he said. “Unless you get rid of the 
devil, he will drive yoy on until 
the end.” 

Gayman then asked Hamilton if 
he had anything to say. Hamilton 
gave a negative nod. 

Gayman’s mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Gayman, and Mrs. Pearl Seagle, sis- 
ter of Hamilton, remained with 
them at the jail until 4 o’clock this 
morning. 

Coroner Gus Richards Jr. an- 
nounced funeral services for .the 
two men for 3:30 o’clock this after- 
noon. Relatives did not claim the 
bodies and they will be buried at 
expense of the State. 

The men were brought here yes- 
terday from Poplar Bluff, where 
they had been held for 22 months. 


The killing of Cashion occurred 
at a filling station south of New 
Madrid. 

Cashion was working extra, tak- 
ing the place of the son of former 
Sheriff A. F. Stanley, the night he 
was killed. 

For 10 days officers sought the 
killers. Then a posse of 17, headed 
by Sheriff Harris, closed in on a 
shack near Bloomfield, in Stoddard 
County, and captured the two men. 
Gayman had been wounded and bal- 
listics experts said the shot had 
been fired by Cashion. 

Both men confessed killing Cash- 
ion and made statements clearing 
up several other southeast Missouri 
crimes. Both were former con- 
victs and said they had met in 
prison. 

They waived formal arraignment 
and entered pleas of guilty before 
Circuit Judge John E. Duncan. 
County officers denied leniency had 
been promised and Prosecuting At- 
torney J. V. Conran demanded 
“nothing less than the death sen- 
tence.” Formal sentence was pro- 
nounced Jan. 20 by Judge Duncan.

CLEVELAND, O., Apg. 30.—Ben- 
jamin O. Howard of Chicago ap- 
parently was the winner of the $10,- 
000 Bendix trophy race from Los 
Angeles to Cleveland today, by a 


margin of 23% seconds over Roscoe 
Turner, holder of the transcontinen- 
tal record, 

Officials gave Howard's time for 
the 2046 miles as 8:33:16.3. They 
said, however, the times are sub- 
ject to confirmation “after receipt 
of official reports.” 

Howard’s average speed was 
239.172 miles an hour. His time 
was 13 minutes slower than the 
record, set in 1932 by James G. 
Haizlip. 

Only three other flier were still 
in the air at the time Turner fin- 
ished. They are Amelia Earhart, 
Roy Hunt and Russell Thaw. Miss 
Earhart, flying a plane much slow- 
er than the other racers, had long 
since lost her chance to equal 
Howard's time, and Thaw’s hopes 
expired not long after Turner land- 
ed. Hunt and Thaw have been un- 
reported since leaving the West 
Coast. 

One Killed at Takeoff. 

All of the @ther contestants were 
reported forced one by death. 
s Angeles waz 
killed in the crash of hig plane 
shortly after the take-off of the 
race early this morning. 

Both Howard and Turner landed 

during a downpour of rain that 
prevented the giving of the rest 
of today’s National Air Races pro- 
gram, and only a few hundred per- 
sons were in the grandstands at 
the airport to see the landing. 
Howard was flying a_i special 
racer of his down design, the “Mis- 
ter Mulligan,” equipped with a 550- 
horsepower Wasp engine. 
Its builder and flyer, who is 31 
years old, has been designing, 
building and flying planes for more 
than 10 years but seldom enters 
competitive events because of his 
regular job as an air line pilot. 

Weather Bad, Turner Says. 
Turner said he met the worst 
weather today he had ever encoun- 
tered in a trip of this distance. 
Both Howard and Turner were 
congratulated by Vincent Bendix, 
donor of the trophy for the race, as 
Turner stepped out of his golden 
low-wing monoplane. 

Turner said he was unable to get 
the maximum power out of his mo- 
tor because he was forced by the 
bad weather to fly at low altitudes 
all the way from Albuquerque to 
Cleveland. “Once for a little while, 
west of Albuquerque I got up to 
10,000 feet. This was the only time 
I got maximum efficiency from the 
engine,” he said. 
After his landing in front of the 
practically empty grandstand, Turn- 
er put his plane in one of the 
hangars of the airport, having de- 
cided not to fly on to New York 
in an attempt to break the trans- 
continental record of 10 hours, 2 
minutes and 51 seconds, which he 
himself set a year ago. 

Allen Killed at Start. 
Cecil Allen, last pilot to get away 
in the Bendix Air Trophy race, was 
killed today when his Gee Bee, low 
winged, monoplane crashed a mile 
from the airport, The plane was 
demolished. 
The ship apparently never gained 
altitude after it took off at 5:18 
a. m., in a fog. The body of -the 
pilot lay in the shattered wreckage 
of the plane. Obviously he had in- 
sufficient warning to even attempt 
climbing from the cockpit. 
The craft grounded in a field 
just off Lankershim boulevard in 
North Hollywood, plowing.a deep 
furrow before it was demolished 
and its wreckage scattered for 500 
feet. Allen’s ship, “The Spirit of 
Right,” was sponsored by a reli- 
gious group. 
With only brief flying experience, 
Allen, 33 years old, astonished the 
aviation world in 1931 by an at- 
tempted non-stop flight from Japan 
to the United States with Don 
Moyle. Fuel shortage forced them 
down on an Aleutian Island. A week 
later they flew to a fishing village 
on the Siberian Coast and obtained 
some paint thinner for fuel to fly 
to Nome, Alaska. Eventually they 
reached their destination, Tacoma, 
Wash., on Oct. 7, 30 days after tak- 
ing off from Japan.

Joplin . Cafeteria Asks ‘for 
Judgment That Law Is 


Unconstitutional. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30.— 
Suit to test the validity of the new 


1 per cent State sales tax law which 
became effective last Tuesday was 
filed today in Cole County Circuit 
Court. 

The petition, filed by attorneys 
for Wilhelmina Anne Maxwell, Inc., 
operators of a Joplin cafeteria, asks 
that the Court issue a declaratory 
judgment on whether the law is 
constitutional and valid, whether 
the State Auditor is vested with the 
powers which the act seeks to place 
in him and whether returns of the 
tax must be made to the Auditcr. 
The act is attacked as uncon- 
stitutional on the ground it is dis- 
criminatory, takes preperty with- 
out due process of law and denies 
equal protection of the law. 
Section 5, providing that the sell- 
er must collect the tax from the 
buyer and making it a misdemean- 
or to “advertise or hold out or 
state” that the tax will be ab- 
sorbed, is attacked as “whimsical, 
capricious and an arbitrary restric- 
tion of the right of contract.” 
Another allegation was that the 
law placed the burden on the selier 
to act without compensation as an 
agent of the State for collection of 
the tax. 

It is expected the case will be 
set for hearing at the October term 
of court which will convene Oct. 7. 
Attorneys filing the suit were 
Bruce Barnett, F. H. Richart and 
John Thornberry all of Joplin. 


GERMAN, BY MUSCLE POWER, 
TWICE PEDALS PLANE INTO AIR 


Travels 725 Feet at Altitude of 
Three Feet; Device Damaged 
in Third Attempt. 


FRANKFURT - ON - MAIN, Ger- 
many, Aug. 30.—A radio announce- 
ment today said a flyer named 
Duennbeil flew a motorless air- 
plane successfully on two attempts 
under his own power. The trips, 
at an altitude of three feet, were 
said to have covered distances of 
600 feet and 725 feet, respectively. 
The new devite was damaged 
slightly, however, in a third test 
when it toppled over and bumped 
its nose on the ground. 

The German news agenc, said 
the flights were supervised by the 
official aviation board. Technical 
details of the plane are being kept 
a secret. Inquiry disclosed, how- 
ever, that the high wing ‘machine 
works on bicycle principles and re- 
sembles a glider plane of the early 
days. It is set in motion through 
a thin rubber cable, which the pilot 
winds up and releases himself. Mus- 
cle power is transmitted to the pro- 
pellor by means of pedals, coupled 
with a small flywheel.

MACHINE RIFLES SENT 
TO ETHIOPIA FROM BELGIUM 


Val A. Browning, Manufacturer, 
Says Shipments Were Made 
Before Italy Protested. 

By the Associated Press. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Aug. 30.—Val 
A. Browning, munitions manufac- 
turer, who returned recently from 
his factory at Liege, Belgium, said 
yesterday a European war was in- 
evitable, 

Browning disclosed that his com- 
pany supplied Ethiopia with large 
numbers of machine rifles before an 
Italian protest caused Belgium to 
halt the shipments. 

In an interview the man whose 
father invented the Browning Ma- 
chine gun said munitions plants 
were running night and day, and 
lagging behind on orders from 
many nations, including those of 
South America. 

“I want no war,” Browning said. 
‘I want no part of it. There is 
more money in peacetime produc- 
tion of small arms than in the man- 
ufacture of munitions in time of 
war.”

“Italian loyalty to Great Britain,” 
it said, has been demonstrated by 
a constant line of policy which, 
especially in recent years — from 
Locarno to Stresa — has produced 
efficacious collaboration with re- 
sults important to Europe. Great 
Britain and her empire have noth- 
ing to fear. In reality the colonial 
question is a limited and distant 
one.” 

La Tribuna said there was now 
no doubt of Italy's justification in 
seeking a solution through military 
occupation and Italian political 
control of Ethiopia. It said an al- 
ternative was “up to the league,” 
which can either recognize the 
character of Italy's problem or force 
Italy to defend its interest and 
honor “against whatsoever force 
may make itself the executor of a 
dangerous and unjustified League 
verdict.” 

Economic Decrees. 


An Italian banker told the As- 
sociated Press that the four eco- 
nomic steps the Cabinet took were 
about the most important ever 
taken in Italy. He said the provi- 
sion for limiting the profits of cor- 
porations. and requiring companies 
to invest any excess profits in Gov- 
ernment bonds which they cannot 
sell for three years might be con- 
sidered a temporary sequestration 
of profits.

Attorney-General Cummings will 
ask Federal Judge Davis on Sept. 
9 to dismiss criminal charges of 
conpsiracy to evade income taxes 
against eight former executives of 
Universal Aviation Corporation and 
the Aviation Corporation, which 
controls it, and permit the Govern- 
ment to accept $349,532 in settle- 


ment. 

The eight men, all prominent 
figures in the aviation industry, 
were indicted by a Federal grand 
jury here in June, 1934, charged 
with causing false and fraudulent 
returns to be filed in an effort 


to evade income tax of $201,225 on 
a net profit of $2,248,000 which Uni- 
versal Aviation realized in 1929 
from the sale of 50,000 shares of 
stock of Fokker Aircraft Corpora- 
tion. 

United States District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton, who was _ in- 
formed by the Department of Jus- 
tice of the settlement offer, said 
today that the $349,532 represented 
the income taxes alleged to be due, 
plus a 50 per cent penalty and in- 
terest. He said the Government's 
reasons for desiring to accept the 
offer would be presented at the 
hearing to be held Sept. 9. 

Three St. Louls Defendants. 


The defendants, who would be re- 
leased from criminal and _ civil 
liability by approval of the offer, 
include three St. Louisans—-Dan W. 
Jones, Halsey, Dunwoody and 
yeorge B. Schierberg, The oth- 
ers, all residing in New York, are 
Graham B. Grosvenor, A. O. Cush- 
ny, Frederick J. King, William 
Dewey Loucks and Alex H. Beard. 

Maximum punishment for the of- 
fense charged is two years in pri- 
son or a fine of $10,000, or both. 


Trial of the case was set for 
Nov. 5. 
- At the time of the acts com- 


plained of, Jones was president of 
Universal Aviation, Dunwoody was 
executive vice-president and Schier- 
berg was treasurer. The company’s 
headquarters were in St. Louis. 

The New York men were officers 
or directors of Aviation Corpora- 
tion, which acquired Universal 
Aviation in 1929. Grosvenor was 
president, Beard was vice-president, 
Cushny was treasurer, King was 
auditor and Loucks, a lawyer, was 
a director and member of the exe- 
cutive committee of the board. 

Jones, formerly connected with 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., is 
a son of the late Breckinridge 
Jones, who was a widely known St. 
Louls banker. 

Another indictment charging the 
making of false statements was re- 
turnec against Dunwoody and 
Schierberg, who signed the 1929 in- 
come tax return of Universal Avia- 
tion. It was understood that the 
Government would dismiss these 
charges also on approval by the 
Court of the settlement offer. 


Basis for Charges. 


A highly profitable turnover of 
the block of 50,000 shares of Fok- 
ker stock was the basis of the Gov- 
ernment’s charges. Universal bought 
the stock at $8 a share, a total cost 
of $400,000, some time within two 
years prior to May 10, 1929. Then 
in that year the stock boomed on 
the market on reports General Mo- 
tors was seeking control of Fokker, 
and Universal sold the block to Av- 
iation Corporation for $53 a share, 
realizing a net profit of $2,248,000. 

Time of completion of the sale 
was the issue in controversy. The 
Government alleged it took place 
May 16, 1929, and that payment was 
completed four days later. The 
defendants, it was charged, made 
it appear the transaction was not 
completed until the following Sep- 
tember. 

The transaction as reported by 
thé companies showed no tax lia- 
bility, because Aviation Corporation 
acquired 95 per cent of the stock 
of Universal on Aug. 1, 1929. Under 
the companies’ contention that the 
sale took place in September, it 
was an inter-company transaction 


not subject to taxation. \

Salvage Ship Leaves Swansea 
for Area in Which Lusi- 
tania Sank.

PHIR, Aug. 30.—At 4 a. m. yester- 
day, the last adjustments to the 
Orphir’s engines and dynamo equip- 
ment were completed. We left 
Prince of Wales Dock, Swansea, 
and two hours later were heading 
down Bristol Channel. The worst 
of Tuesday’s storm was over, but 
the sea was still rough. : 
Shortly before we left, Chief \Of- 
ficer Bestic learned of a plot of 


three Swansea girls to stow away 
on the Orphir. To forestall such 
an attempt, he thoroughly inspect- 
ed the ship. Able Seaman Adams, 
on post as night watchman, kept 
a sharp lookout on the gang plank. 
Swansea police closely questioned 
all girls in the vicinity of the dock. 

As the Orphir put out to _ sea, 
there was considerable activity on 
the forward deck, members of the 
crew painting the buoys in differ- 
ent colors. This was done so that 
they would be more easily identi- 
fied when set out in our efforts to 
find the Lusitania. Peter McLean, 
carpenter, busied himself making 
five 100-pound cement blocks as 
anchors for the buoys. 

Fish nets were in the forward 
hold, having been brought on board 
by Malcolm M., Irvine, the inven- 
tor. He intends to go fishing while 
the Orphir rides at night anchor- 
age in Lower Kinsale Cove. Sport 
is not the sole purpose of this extra 
activity as Irvine hopes to improve 
our cuisine. Irvine devised our im- 
proved undersea lights. 

Our voyage back to Kingale has 
been uneventful so far save for en- 
countering minor squalls. A cloudy 
sky alternated at frequent inter- 
vals with sunny periods. The bit- 
ing atmosphere gave us a taste of 
the cooler weather we might an- 
ticipate working under from now 
on. 
We will arrive at the area where 
the Lusitania sank this morning, 
and will resume operations imme- 
diately, weather permitting.

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To Handle Only Troops and Arms 


Stops All Transportation of Merchants’ Goods 
So Army May Use All Available 
Facilities. 


By the Associated Press. 

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 30. — The 
Ethiopian Government today stop- 
ped all railroad transportation of 
merchants’ goods in order taat the 
army may utilize all railroad facili- 
ties for the movement of soldiers, 
munitions and food stuffs. 

The one railroad in the country 
runs between Addis Ababa, the 
Ethiopian capital, and Djibouti, 
French Somaliland. 

The British, French and Greek 
legations here are understood to 
have issued assurances that there 
is no need for panic and to have 
promised to give at least a two- 
week warning in the event of dan- 
ger of Italian invasion. 

The legations are thought to have 
acted in an effort to prevent their 
nationals, particularly business- 
men, from leaving precipitately. 
The French authorities added that 
Italy would not begin war without 
notification to Great Britain and 
France. 

Protecting Legations. 

Although the British, French and 
German ministers have decided to 
evacuate their remaining nationals 
only in the event of the greatest 
peril, they went ahead with their 
work for the protection of their 
own legations. 

The Germans are constructing a 
bomb-proof dugout on the river 
near the legation capable of accom- 


dating 150 persons. German Min- 
ister Kirch MHoltes, who distin- 
guished himself as an officer in the 
World War, is laying in emergency 
foodstuffs, medicine, beds and 
other supplies.

King’s four sons will remain a 
bachelor. Although Wales is in his 
fortieth year, there has been no in- 
dication that he will wed. 

Lady Alice is a member of one of 
England’s oldest families. She is 
33, of fair complexion, a_ sports- 
woman and an artist. 

The announcement said: “It is 
with great pleasure that the King 
and Queen announce the betrothal 
of their dearly beloved son, the 
Duke of Gloucester, to Lady Alice 
Montagu-Douglas-Scott, the daugh- 
ter of the Duke and Duchess of 
Buccleuch and Queensberry, to 
which union the King has gladly 
given his consent.” 

The announcement came just a 
year and a day after the announce- 
ment of the betrothal of the Duke 
of Kent to Princess Marina of 
Greece. 

The newly engaged pair have been 
friends for some time and were 
observed together frequently of 
late, but the announcement took 
the public by surprise.

Director McDevitt 
nounces Projects to Em- 
ploy 10,000, If Money is 
Obtained. 


Applications for grants of at 
least $3,000,000 from the Public 


Works Administration for projects 


which will employ from 10,000 to 
12,000 persons will be made next 
week by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Frank J. McDevitt, he no- 
tified the Mayor’s office today. 

The men will be put to work re- 
surfacing 200 miles of streets, 
cleaning the river front from Ca- 
rondelet to Baden, lining the sides 
of the River Des Peres with stones, 
and cleaning all bridges, city ma- 
terial yards and materials, if the 
grant is obtained. 

Eight private quarries will be 
taken over by the city to provide 
stone for the work, the city pay- 
ing the owners for the rock mined. 
About 1000 men will be employed 
in the quarrying alone. 

Part of the cost of the ma- 
terial will be borne by the city un- 
der McDevitt’s plan. He said he 
would also ask for a small grant 
for snow removal, which cost the 
city $5000 last winter, and is not 
provided for. in this year’s budget. 
He said he was unable to give more 
details of his plans. 

Applications to the Public Works 
Administration and the Works 
Progress Administration offices 
here for grants totaling $1,376,733 
for projects employing 1926 persons 
were made by the city or approved 
by the Board of Public Service yes- 
terday and today. , 

The money sought included funds 
for the following projects: 

For construction of a steel high 
pressure conduit by the City Water 
Department, $364,391.

Supplemental Brief Says 
- Lawyers Will Get $1,- 
805,000 “More Than 


Premium Payers.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 30.— 
Asserting that attorneys and others 
would receive fees aggregating $3,- 
965,000 in the proposed settlement 
of the Missouri fire insurance pre- 
mium refund cases, Attorney R. M. 
Sheppard filed a supplemental brief 


today in connection with his petition 
to intervene in Federal Court in 
behalf of a number of policy hold- 
ers. 


Sheppard challenged the authority 
of State Insurance Superintendent 
R. Emmet O’Malley to enter into 
the settlement agreement by which 
policy holders were to be refund- 
ed only 20 per cent of approximate- 
ly $11,000,000 impounded as excess 
premiums collected by the insur- 
ance companies since June, 1930. 

Sheppard, in his latest brief, in- 
sisted that the Sueprintendent of 
Insurance and counsel for the com- 
panies should be required to file 
in court “a complete itemized state- 


attorneys’ fees and costs which it 
is proposed to pay and that the 
court should pass upon and approve 
or disapprove any such allowances 
and that the money should be dis- 
tributed under the jurisdiction and 
supervision of the court.” 
No Accounting Required. 

Under the settlement agreement 
30 per cent of the impounded fund 
was to be turned over to Robert J. 
Falonie of Chicago, counsel for the 
companies, and Charles R..Street 
of Chicago, agent for the com- 
panies, and these two were to make 
disbursements to attorneys without 
the necessity of accounting to the 
Insurance Department or the court. 

Sheppard calculated that under 
the agreement Falonie and Street 
would receive the following 
amounts: 30 per cent of the prin- 
cipal impounded funds, $3,240,000; 
all of the accrued interest on such 
funds, $310,000; all of the increased 
value of securities purchased with 
the fund, $315,000; total, $3,965,000. 

Out of this total there was to be 
paid to attorneys for the Insur- 
ance Department fees aggregating 
$500,000, and to the Insurance Su- 
perintendent for expenses, $200,000. 

No information was contained in 
the stipulation filed in court as to 
how the remainder of the money to 
be paid over to the two Chicago 
men as trustees would be distrib- 
uted, but the trustees were to ac- 
count to the companies. 

Sheppard pointed out this sum 
for attorney’s fees exceeds by $1,- 
805,000 the amount that would be 
returned to policy holders. It is his 
contention the policy holders are 
entitled to the whole of the im- 
pounded fund. 

What Money Represents. 

The money impounded represents 
a 162-3 per cent increase in rates 
collected by stock companies since 
May 28, 1930, when former Insur- 
ance Superintendent Oseph B. 
Thompson disapproved the pro- 
posed increase. The companies 
filed injunction suits under which 
the question of legality of the rates 
is still pending. 

About $9,000,000 of the excess 
premiums is impounded in Federal 
Court here and about $1,800,000 in 
the Cole County Circuit Court. 
Earlier this year Superintendent 
O’Malley made a settlement agree- 
ment with the companies, approving 
four-fifths of the 16 2-3 per cent in- 
crease retroactive as of June 1, 
1930, and disapproving it as to one- 
fifth. It is under this agreement 
that it is proposed to return only 
20 per cent of the impounded pre- 
miums to policy holders. 

A three-judge Federal Court held 
hearings on the cases under its 
jurisdiction here in June, and still 
has the question of approving or 
disapproving the settlement under 
advisement.

BY IRREGULARITY 


Federal Reserve Bank Re- 
ports Declines Offset by 
Unexpected Improve- 
ments in District. 

DURABLE GOODS 
TRADE SHOWS GAIN 


Freight Traffic Less — 
Building Contracts 129.5 
Per Cent Above Total for 
Month in 1934. 


Continued irregularity in  busi- 
ness activity in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District during July and 
the first half of August, is noted in 


the monthly report of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis, issued 
today. 

Recessions were due mainly to 
geasonal influences and were off- 
set by improvements ordinarily ab- 
gent in midsummer, particularly in 
durable goods industries, the report 
said. Production and distribution 
of commodities exceeded the vol- 
ume in the comparative period last 
year, and more seasonable weather 
aided retail sales. 

Retail trade, as reflected by 
dollar volume of sales of depart- 
ment stores in the principal cities 
during July, was 19.9 per cent less 
than the total in June, but was 16.5 
per cent larger than that in July, 
1934. The cumulative total for the 
first seven montha of this year was 
6 of 1 per cent greater than the 
total for the like period last year. 

Sales of reporting wholesaling 
and jobbing firms were 21.5 per 
cent and 10 per cent larger, respec- 
tively, than sales in the preceding 
month and July jast year. The cu- 
mulative total was .7 of 1 per cent 
less, however, than it was a year 
ago. 

Freight Traffic Declines. 

Freight traffic of railroads in the 
district fell below that of the pre- 
ceding month and the volume was 
somewhat below that of the corre- 
sponding period a year and two 
ears earlier. The St. Louis Ter- 
minal Railway Association, han- 
dling interchanges for 28 connect- 
ing lines, interchanged 73,097 loads 
in July against 77,999 in June and 
72,704 in July, 1934. In the first 
nine days of August the inter- 
change amounted to 22,020 loads 
which compared with 19,918 in the 
like period of July and 22,077 dur- 
ing the first nine days of August, 
1934. 

The rate of manufacture of cer- 
tain specialties, notably farm im- 
plements, stoves, household appli- 
ances and certain classes of machin- 
ery, was well sustained and higher 
than during any like period since 
1930, the report observed. 

Durable goods, including iron and 
steel, lumber and building materials 
generally made an _ exceptionally 
favorable showing for the time of 
year. 

The value of contracts let for new 
buildings in the five principal cities 
in the district in July was 21.9 per 
cent and 129.5 per cent greater, re- 
spectively, than the value for a 
month and a year earlier. For the 
district as a whole construction con- 
tracts were 1.5 per cent less than 
contracts in June and only .2 of 
1 per cent larger than in July, 1934. 

Weather conditions in July and 
the first half of August were favor- 
able for agricultural activities of 
all sorts. 

Report by Industries. 

Conditions in individual industries 
in July were reported as follows: 

Automobiles. Sales of trucks were 
55.6 per cent above sales in June 
and 68 per cent above sales in July, 
1934. Sales of new passenger cars 
were 18 per cent and 33 per cent, re- 
spectively, greater in the two com- 
parisons. 

Boots and shoes. An increase of 
42.2 per cent in sales over June was 
seasonal. The increase over sales 
in July, 1934, was 24.1 per cent. 

Clothing. Sales by wholesalers 
showed an increase of 47% per cent 
over those in June, due largely to 
belated purchasing of apparel for 
fall and winter distribution, but 


- the volume was 4 per cent smaller 


than that of a year ago. 

Drugs and Chemicals. Sales in- 
creased 3.1 per cent over those in 
July last year but declined 3.1 per 
cent from the total in the preceding, 
month. 

Dry Goods. Sales increased sub- 
stantially over June, but there was 
a decrease of 15.5 per cent from 
the total in July, 1934, ascribed to 
uncertainty over the cotton crop 
and the cotton processing tax. 

Electrical Supplies. Sales were 
12.3 per cent larger than in July, 
1934, but 12.7 per cent smaller than 
in the preceding month, the month- 
to-month decrease being smaller 
than average. 

Flour. Production at the 12 lead- 
ing mills totaled 172,581 barrels, 
against 169,519 in June and 205,240 
in July, 1934. 


Furniture. Sales were 4.6 per cent | 


under the total for June but 47.2 
per cent over that for July, 1934. 
Groceries. Increases of 11.5 per 
cent in the yearly comparison and 
47 per cent in the monthly com- 
parison were noted, The improve- 
@ent was attributed to favorable 
erep prospects and increased pur- 
chasing power in rural districts. 
Hardware. Increases of 122 and 
31 per cent, respectively, were pot- 
ed in the two comparisons.

HENRI BARBUSSE, 
FRENGH AUTHOR, 
DIES IN MOSCOW 


Writer of Novel ‘Under 
Fire,’”’ Succumbs to Pneu- 
monia in Kremlin Hos- 
pital at Age of 61. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 30.--The French 
pacifist writer, Henri Barbusse, 61 
years old, died at 9 a. m. today of 
pneumonia in Kremlin Hospital. He 
was the author of the famous war 
novel, “Le Feu,” published in En- 
glish as “Under Fire.” 

Barbusse was here on one of his 


periodica] visits and attended, as 
a visitor, some of the recent meet- 
ings of the Seventh Congress of the 
Communist International. 

The foremost Soviet specialists 
struggled to save Barbusse, who 
was held in high esteem by the 
Communists. Joseph Stalin, Soviet 
dictator, ordered all the Kremlin 
medical facilities placed at the 
writer’s disposai and he was trans- 
ferred to Kremlin Hospital imme- 
diately after he became ill. 

Barbusse was a member of the 
Communist party and held an hon- 
orary post in the Red Army. 


Literary Career Began With a 
Book of Poems. 


ENRI BARBUSSE, after win- 
H az international literary rec- 

ognition with the novel “Le 
Feu,” turned his talents to the 
spread of Communism. 

“Le Feu” was described by the 
author’s admirers as “the book of 
awakening~ of the proletarian con- 
science on the battlefield” and he 
himself deemed his later novels and 
historical writings the best contri- 
bution he could make to the “prole- 
tarian revolution.” Thus he shone 
as a propagandist for extreme left 
political tenets rather than as a 
creator of lasting literature. 

From 1920 his works reflected his 
political ideas and activities. He 
was intensely interested in a pro- 
Hindu committee, the “white ter- 
ror” in the Balkans, an internation- 
al committee against Fascism and a 
similar movement against colonial- 
ism. Two of his works on the 
origin of Christianity concluded 
that Jesus was a myth and brought 
violent attacks on his ideas. 

Barbusse was born in 1873. His 
mother was English; his father, 
from the south of France. The 
elder Barbusse was interested in 
journalism and the theater. He was 
an unbeliever and would not allow 
any of his children to be baptized. 
But he saw to it that they had 
good educations and Henri, as the 
most promising, was given a class- 
ical, scientific and philosophical 
training. 


Once in Government Work. 

After a brilliant academic career, 
Henri dabbled in newspaper work, 
then took a job in the press bureau 
of the Department of the Interior, 
the very Government department 
whose function it is to suppress 
the radical ideas of which he later 
became a Jeading proponent. 

His first published work was a 
book of poems, appearing in 1895. 
His first novel, “Les Suppliants,” 
was devoted to his atheistic tenets 
and purported to analyze the state 
of mind of youth in pre-war 
France. 

This book, too, marked the begin- 
ning of his preachments of inter- 
nationalism. He said there were 
two idols against which he would 
always fight, the idea of a divinity 
and the idea of a “patrie,” or fa- 
therland. On Sept. 2, 1932, an anti- 
war meeting in Paris at which he 
was scheduled to speak broke up in 
a riot. 

In 1914 Barbusse was called as 
a private, sent to the front, con- 
tracted a serious illness and was 
thereafter a stretcher bearer. Later 
he was attached to the staff head- 
quarters of an army corps. He 
came out of the war a private, but 
with two citations for bravery, one 
for having dragged wounded men 
to safety from “No Man’s Land” 
and the other for reiterated volun- 
teering for perilous missions. 

Awarded Prize in 1916. 

“Le Feu” appeared in 1916 as a 
serial in a Paris newspaper. It 
was the summer of the Verdun 
year and the soldier-author was 
awarded the Prix Goncourt, one of 
the outstanding French literary 
prizes. It marked him as a recog- 
nized man of letters. 

After his discharge from the army 
he founded, together with the poet 
(and later deputy) Paul Vaillant- 
Couturier, Raymond Lefebvre and 
others, what was called “the repub- 
lican association of former combat- 
ants.” This organization, its mem- 
bers said, was largelv_ instru- 
mental in bringing about a split 
in the French socialist party that 
resulted in 1920 in organization of 
the Communist party. 

The general idea of the associa- 
tion: was later embodied in an in- 
ternational association of ex-sol- 
diers. It was avowedly anti-mill- 
taristic and revolutionary. It com- 
bated the extreme nationalists 
among the Allies who would have 
forced the surrender of Germany’s 
leaders for trial on charges of war 
guilt and also opposed the idea of 
fastening all the blame for the 
World War on Germany. 

Barbusse spent one year in Rus- 
sia gathering material for a book 
on the Soviet experiment. In 1930 
he published two propaganda 
works, one a novel, and in the fol- 
lowing years devoted his time large- 
ly to a weekly magazine. He lived 
in the country, part of the time on 
the Riviera and the rest at Aumont

BRITAIN. IMPORTING WASPS 
TO DESTROY INSECT PESTS 


Shortage Due to Dry Weather; 
Larvae Hatched and Distrib- 
uted Among Farmers.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—Britain is 
suffering from a _ shortage of 
wasps, which Britons have discov- 
ered are one of man’s best 
friends. 

The rate of multiplication among 
insects is enormous and wasps 
play an important part in keeping 
down the number of other pests. 

This year the shortage of 
wasps, which is said to be due to 
the dry weather, is such that the 


imperial Entomological Institute is 
importing larvae, breeding wasps 
and sending them to farmers. 

Blow flies, which prey on sheep, 
the green fly which destroys pas- 
turage, and the white fly are the 
principal enemies of the British 
farmer.

MOVIE SUIT ANSWERS 


Paramount Distributing Con- 
cerns Deny Conspiracy in Re- 
fusing Pictures te 3 Theaters. 


Denial of the existence of a con- 
spiracy to deprive the Ambassador, 
Missouri and Grand Central thea- 
ters of first-run feature films, as 
charged by the Department of 
Justice in an injunction suit pend- 
ing before Federal Judge Moore, 
is contained in answers filed yes- 


terday by the Paramount Pictures 
Distributing Corporation and Par- 
amount Pictures Distributing Co., 
Inc. 

The distributing companies, 
charged, with others, with viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust act 
in withholding the feature films 
declare 
they acted alone and not in con- 
cert with any other producing or 
distributing companies in canceling 
the contract made with Skouras 
Super Theaters Corporation, under 
which the films were to have been 
furnished, because the latter com- 
pany had breached the contract 
through its inability to fulfill its 
terms, 

As to Warner Bros. 


The answers admit that 50 per 
cent of the stock of the Skouras 
company is owned bv Paramount 
Pictures, Inc., successor to Para- 
mount Publix Corp., and that this 
company, with Warner Bros. Pic- 
tures, Inc., owners of a block of 
stook of the Skouras company, con- 


trolled the board of directors of 
the Skouras company in 1932. But

they deny that Warner Bros. caused 
the cancelation of the contracts. 
Contracts for the exhibition of 
films furnished by the Paramount 
distributing companies were made 
with subsidiaries of Warner Bros. 
in St. Louis a year ago, the answers 
admit, but it is asserted these con- 
tracts were made without consul- 
tation or agreement with any of 
the other defendants in the case. 


The companies say they declined 
to enter into contracts with the 
present lessees of the theaters 
(Fanchon and Marco) because “they 
have attempted to destroy our 
good will by maliciously, and with- 
out just cause, charging us and 
one of our officers with commis- 
sion of a crime, when they should 
have known we were guiltless of 
any wrongdoing.” 

Dismissal Sought. 


The answers ask the court to dis- 
solve the order to show cause why 
an injunction should not be is- 
sued, and for dismissal of the suit. 
The hearing on the order to show 
cause is set for Sept. 10. Applica- 
tions for subpenas on officers of the 
various corporations named in the 
suit to produce books, records and 
correspondence concerning the con- 
tracts in question were filed yester- 
day by District Attorney Blanton. 

A Federal grand jury last Jan- 
uary returned an indictment against 
nine major motior picture produc- 
ing and distributing companies 
charging them with violating the 
Sherman Act in connection with the 
refusal to supply feature films to 
the Ambassador, Missouri and 
Grand Central. This case has been 
docketed for Sept. 30.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Civil 
Service Commission officials said

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—A protec- 
tive committee for six or seven per 
cent preferred stockholders of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway has proposed unification of 
that line with the St. Louls-San 
Francisco Railway, and the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois. 

The merger proposal was made 
under an amended bankruptcy law 
signed Wednesday by President 
Roosevelt which permits stockhold- 
ers groups to file reorganization 
plans, an action heretofore reserved 
for trustees appointed by courts. 

The three companies have bank- 
ruptcy petitions pending in Federal 
courts and all were associated for 
11 years—from 1902 to 1913—in a 
holding company which met finan- 
cial difficulties. 

The committee, headed by Carter 
H. Harrison Jr., of Chicago, direct- 
ed its proposal to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which with 
various courts having jurisdiction 
would have to give approval before 
the_plan could be effected. 

The proposal contemplates no ad- 
vances from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

Committee Statement. 
A statement from the committee 


said the plan was unique because f 


it would effect consolidation _ si- 
multaneously with reorganization. 

The merger would result in a rail 
evstem with 15,000 miles of track 
and capitalization of $800,000,000, or 
about $54,000 a mile, the committee 
said, “comparing favorably with 
other roads of the country.” 

The three roads are being oper- 
ated under the direction of the 
courts. The Rock Isiand’s original 
bankruptcy petition was filed here 
in June, 1933; the St. Louis-San 
Francisco's at St. Louis in Novem- 
ber, 1932; and the C. & E. I's at 
Chicago in April, 1933. 

The proposed new system, the 
stockholders’ statement said, “would 
have direct access to every impor- 
tant terminal and shipping center 
in the Middle West and own its 
own lines to the Gulf ports of Gal- 
veston and Pensacola and have 
important connections at Mobile 
and New Orleans.” 

“It would be one of the most im- 
portant factors in American agri- 
cultural life,” the statement added. 

In the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission's plans looking to a re- 
grouping of American railroads, 
several years ago, the Rock Island 
and the Frisco were placed together 
in system No. 12. The C. & E, I. 
was at one time assigned to pro- 
posed system No. 11 built around 
the Chicago & North Western and 
later to proposed system No. 6, 
headed by the Chesapeake & Ohio- 
Nickel Plate. 

Exchange of Stock. 

The merger plan, its proponents 
assert, would endeavor to protect 
the principal of mortgage bond- 
holders and ultimately to repay 
them in full. Holders of both classes 
of Rock Island preferred stock 
would get one-half share of new 
preferred and one new $50 par 
common share for each present 
share and a payment of $2.50; hold- 
ers of Rock Island common would 
get one new $50 common share for 
each $100 common share on pay- 
ment of $2.50 per share; holders of 
Frisco preferred and common would 
share equally in the plan, receiv- 
ing a half share of new $50 com- 
mon for each old common share on 
payment of $1.25 a share; C. & E. 
I. preferred would receive a half 
share of the new $50 common with 
no payment and C. & E, I. common 
holders would receive a half share

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BUD BAER STOPS 


DOYLE IN FIRST 
ROUND OF BOUT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—The long- 
awaited answer to the query “can 
Jack Doyle take it,” was furnished 


last night in Madison Square Gar- 
den by Buddy Baer, who silenced 
the Irish thrush in 2 minutes and 
38 seconds. 

Doyle, outweighed by 34 pounds, 
hit the deck twice, the last time 
from a left hook and a right cross 
to the jaw. At the count of seven, 
Jack arose dazed and helpless and 
Referee Billy Cavanaugh ordered 
Baer to cease firing. 

Baer really delivered a double 
knockout. Judith Allen, motion pic- 
ture bride of the former Irish 
guardsman, was prostrated by the 
catastrophe and was led from the 
ringside weeping. Doyle did not 
fully recover until after he was led 
from the ring. His chief second, 
Dan Morgan, administered smell- 
ing salts after Jack had been 
dragged to his corner and the Celt 
perked up and wanted to go out 
for another round. 

11,547 Persons See Fight. 

Curiosity was the motive that put 
11,547 customers into the garden 
and they paid a gross of $25,950 to 
see Baer chill his opponent with his 
first good punch and finish him in 
the same time represented by his 
weight. Buddy scaled 238%, Doyle 
20444. 

Before the fight many fistic cel- 
ebrities were introduced from the 
ring with Joe Louis, the Brown 
Bomber, drawing the Biggest hand. 

Doyle went into a crouch as they 
started and delivered the first good 
blow, a right to the head. Baer 
sank his left into Jack’s lean mid- 
riff and the Irishman turned his 
back, started to a corner and sank 
to one knee. But there are no fouls 
allowed in New York so Jack got 
up and resumed. 

They mixed it in the center of 
the ring and Doyle rocked Buddy 
with a right to the head. He then 
hooked his left to the head. Buddy 
looked bewildered but did not seem 
to be hurt. He kept reaching for 
Jack,-who went into his crouch, 
then staggered up again and 
clinched. 

Doyle was in a fog when he 
arose. His arms were down as he 
backed across the ring. Buddy pur- 
sued and shot a long left hook to 
the head. Before Jack could hit the 
deck again Baer accelerated his fall 
with a right hand smash to the 
jaw that caused the Irish tenor to 
connect with the canvas with great 
violence. He fell on his back but 
struggled up at seven to be suc- 
cored by the referee.

If, for cleaning a tie, the cus- 
tomer is charged 9 cents, the charge 
for sales tax and insurance is 1 
cent, 1 mill of which is for sales 
tax and 9 mills for insurance. If 
he has a suit cleaned at 39 cents, 
he is charged 1 cent for sales tax 
and insurance, of which 4 mills is 
for sales tax and 6 mills for insur- 
ance, 


. 
Others Also Adopt Plan. 

The system.adopted by the asso- 
ciation, representing most of the 
large cleaners, also is being  fol- 
lowed by many who are not mem- 
bers. While there is a variation in 
charges for work done, the com- 
bined sales tax and insurance 
charge is uniform. 

J. W. Wallace, secretary of the 
association, said the plan was being 
tried because of the difficulty of 
making tax collection under the 
poorly drawn sales tax law. Use of 
sales tax discs, he said, would delay

He pointed out that St. Louis 
laundries made an insurance charge 
on each bundle, usually 1 cent re- 
gardless of value, and that cleaners 
in other cities passed the insurance 
charge on to customers.

He Says Application Must Be 
in Shape by Sept. 12; ‘Might 
Set Back Clock.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.-—Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes indi- 
cated yesterday he might not do 
more than “receive” Texas’ appli- 
cation for a loan and grant of $46, 
000,000 to build a natural gas pipe 
line from the Texas panhandle to 
Detroit and St. Louis. 

He cailed attention to the fact 
that President Roosevelt set Sept. 
12 as a deadline for all requests 
and, since the Texas Legislature 


had not created the necessary ad- 
ministrative agency to administer 
the proposed fund, the application 
could not be in proper order at this 
time. 

Gov. James V. Allred has called 
a special session of the Legislature 
for Sept. 16 and might ask it to 
enact proper legislation. The PWA 
Administrator said, however, “theo- 
retically” his agency could not wait 
beyond Sept. 12 but smilingly added, 
in answer to a question, that “we 
might set the clocks back.” 

“They've had plenty of time down 
there,” he said. “If they just send 
the application in to get it under 
the deadline, we just can’t do it.” 

Allred decided to proceed with 
the application and filed it with 
the Fort Worth, Tex., office on the 
assumption that the legislature 
would create the proper authority, 
to be known as the Texas Gas Con- 
servation Corporation. The request 
as originally filed called for a loan 
of $25,490,000 and a grant of $20,- 
855,058. 

The huge pipe line was intended 
to give thousands of persons em- 
ployment and at the same time util- 
ize millions of cubic feet of gas 
wasted daily in the giant panhandle 
field. Preliminary negotiations with 
both Detroit and St. Louis indi- 
cated a ready sale for the product 
would be found. 

The application set forth the line 
would mean a material reduction in 
the house heating rate at Detroit 
and would create employment in 
steel mills, compressor and manu- 
facturing plants 

Sponsors contended the project 
would be self-liquidating with in- 
come estimated at $2,244,000 the 
first year and ranging up to $5,- 
537,000 the fifth.

G. Bowman, real estate dealer, of 
304 Dade avenue, Ferguson. Bow- 
man filed the suit on behalf of him- 
self and other taxpayers in the 
Wellston and other sewer dis- 
tricts. 

One suit was, directed against 
Tegethoff and John E. Mooney, his 
attorney in 1934 and now County 
Counselor, and sought the return 
of $2400 paid Mooney as attorney 
for the district last year. The other 
suit was brought against Tegethoff 
and George Barnett, attorney since 
Jan. 1, and sought the return of 
$1500 paid Barnett to date and also 
sought an injunction to prevent 
Tegethoff from paying him any 
more. 

Both suits alleged that Mooney 
and Barnett, before their employ- 
ment by Tegethoff, had been attor- 
neys for taxpayers’ groups resist- 
ing payment of sewer taxes, so that 
their subsequent employment was 
inconsistent.

Roger Baldwin to Arrange for De- 

fense of Sailor Taken From . 

Liner at Hamburg. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30. — Roger 
Baldwin, director of the Civil Lib- 
erties Union, will visit Hamburg, 
Germany, and arrange for the de- 
fense of Lawrence Simpson, Amer- 
ican sailor who was taken from the 
liner Manhattan on June 28 and im- 
prisoned by German authorities, it 
was announced today. 

In making the announcement, An- 
na Damon, acting secretary of the 
International Labor Defense, said 
Simpson is being held by German 
police “for ‘exhaustive examination’ 
on a charge of having anti-Fascist 
literature aboard the American 
ship on which he was employed.” 
Her statement, she said, was based 
on official announcements from 
Germany. 

Miss Damon also made public to- 
day a letter to James Clement 
Dunnnn, chief of the division of 
Western European affairs of the 
Department of State, urging speedy 
action in behalf of Simpson. Dunn, 
according to Miss Damon, promised 
a delegation interested in the case 
he would take up the question of 
securing permission from Germany 
for an American attorney to see 
and defend Simpson.

Do not 
make the dough too moist. Cut up 
the cheese and mix with a little 
salt, some chopped parsley. Roll 
dough thin and cut in four-inch 
Squares. Put two tablespoons of 
cheese between two squares, press 
them together well on four sides.

Baked Southern Hash. 

Put through a food chopper six 
peeled raw potatoes, two medium 
sized onions, three green peppers 
and two large tomatoes. Melt four 
tablespoons butter in a frying pan 
and add the vegetables with one 
cup of stock, leftover gravy thinned 
with hot water or just hot water. 
Cook until the potatoes are done, 
stirring occasionally to prevent 
sticking. Now add two cups of 
cubed leftover meat and season well 
with salt-and pepper. Heat thor- 
oughly and serve. 

Soft Molasses Cookies. 
Three-fourths cup shortening

A PIONEER RECIPE THAT 

ANTEDATES COMMERCIAL 

AND HOME CANNING 

F you want a pioneer thrill, 
| 2: we told you in another 

column, try some dried corn 
for your pantry shelf. This is a 
real pioneer recipe, that goes 
back to the days beyond com- 
mercial and home canning. We 
had it from a little old lady 
whose memory we cherish. 

Dried Corn. 

Remove the husks and silk 
from ears of sweet corn and 
cook in boiling salted water 
for about three minutes. Re- 
move ears from the water, cool 
and cut off the kernels. Spread 
them evenly in a shallow pan 
and place in the oven over very 
low heat and dry. Stir occa- 
sionally. 

This process requires at least 
half a day. If the sun is hot 
enough dry the corn out of 
doors, covering the dish with 
a pane of glass. This dried corn 
is delicious. To cook soak for 
one hour and then cook for 
five or 10 minutes. Add milk 
or cream and butter and sea- 
soning. 


Vegetable Platter. 

This is a very popular dish, but 
care should be taken to make it 
well balanced. Keep plenty. of 
“greens” in mind and your platter 
will probably balance itself. Here is 
one suggestion: French fried or 
home fried potatoes; fried eggplant 
or onions; green peas or string- 
beans; asparagus or spinach. To 


this add a crisp leaf or two of let- 
tuce covered with sliced hard-boiled 
egg and well garnished with strips 
of sweet, sour or mustard pickle.

Early Grapes Are in Market 
Now With Corn and Peaches 
in Abundance. 


The early home-grown grapes are 
beginning to put in appearance in 
the markets now with the big part 
of the crop due in about another 
week. Grape jelly is one of the 
simplest to make and even the 
young bride can have a dozen 
glasses to her credit without much 
effort. Wash and stem fruit, mash, 
put in a preserving kettle and let 
come to a boil. Cook long enough 
to bring out most of the juice and 
reduce the mass to a pulp. Turn 
into a jelly bag and allow to drip. 

In cooking jelly allow three cups 
of juice to two cups sugar. Cook 
for 20 minutes, skimming the foam 
off the top for a clear jelly. Try 
a little in a saucer and when it 


forms a skin the jelly is ready for 
the glasses. For shorter cooking 
use equal parts of juice and sugar 
or use the commercial pectin, 


Much Corn on Market. 


There is an abundance of corn 
on the market now to spite those 
calamitous souls who insisted that 
there would be very little what with 
the late season. The season for 
golden bantam has long since fin- 
ished, but there is a delicious yellow 
corn in now that is quite tender. 
Sweet corn is best»judged by those 
green tassels that form the tips of 
the husks, or so an old-timer tells 
us. You can rest assured that this 
corn is always sweet and tender. 

If you’ve never tried your hand 
at drying corn, do so some time and 
get a pioneer thrill. <A little old 
lady in our family, a daughter of 
pioneers, showed us the trick and 
we've prized it ever since. The 
recipe is given in another column. 
Dried corn has a delightful nutty 
flavor which the canned kind 
doesn’t have. ‘ 

Summer spinach is here, leaf 
spinach to most of us, as opposed 
to those clusters of green leaves 
that we are accustomed to calling 
spinach. 

The peach crop is at its height 
just now. Now is the time to get 
your share of the golden harvest for 
next ‘winter’s use. 


School Lunch Important, 


Next week brings Labor day and 
with it the younger generation 
troops back to school. Thus lunch- 
eon again becomes an important 
meal of the day. Whether a child 
carries his lunch or comes home at 
noon for it, the substantial qualities 
should be _ stressed. September 
brings a certain amount of cool 
weather and the heavier foods can 
gradually find their way back on 
the menu. A child’s success in 
school and later as a citizen de- 
pends largely on his diet. The well- 
nourished child is a contented 
child. Milk, of course, fresh fruits 
particularly citrus fruits as building 
up resistance to the possible colds 
of next winter, enough starches and 
proteins are most important in his 
meals, 

With two holidays in the week, 
Sunday and Monday, the question 
of appropriate food is bound to 
arise. Most of us will probably be 
planning a picnic luncheon some- 
where either in the back yard or 
out in the country.

stroyed by cooking. 

Easy to Can. 

Of all the vegetables, tomatoes 
are the easiest to can. To put up 
a good winter’s supply no expen- 
sive canning utensils are needed, 
and the method is the same as for 
berries, peaches or other fruits. 
Tomatoes can be packed either hot 
or cold, in glass or tin, and then 
“processed” in boiling water. The 
purpose of this final heating or 
“processing” is to destroy bacteria, 
molds, or other organisms in the 
food that might cause _ spoilage. 
Processing at boiling temperature 
is enough to keep canned tomatoes 
and fruits from spoiling (though 
not enough for corn or beans or 
other non-acid vegetables). 


Hot Pack Method. 

Select firm, ripe tomatoes of 
medium size and uniform shape, 
free from spots and decay. Put 
into trays or shallow layers in wire 
baskets and dip in boiling water for 
about a minute, according to ripe- 
ness. ¢ Remove and plunge quickly 
into cold water for an _ instant. 
Drain and core and peel promptly. 

For a hot pack, which is the 
quickest way to can foods and the 
surest—cut the tomatoes in quar- 
ters, heat just to boiling, and pack 
hot. Seal the jars or cans, and put 
them on a rack in a boiling water 
bath, in a wash boiler or some big 
deep kettle that will hold water to 
cover them. Place them far enough 
apart on the rack to allow the 
water to circulate freely under and 
around them, and see that the level 
of the water comes over the tops. 
“Process” the filled jars or cans — 
that is, leave them in the boiling 
water—for five minutes, counting 
time as soon as the water begins to 
boil vigorously. 

Cold Pack Method. 

Another method, often called the 
cold-pack, takes more time, but for 
some purposes is preferred. For 
this, use the tomatoes whole, do not 
heat them after peeling, but pack 
them at once into the jars or cans 
as closely as possible. Fill up the 
spaces with the juice of other to- 
matoes and season with one tea- 
spoon of salt per quart. The cold 
pack does not give a whole to- 
mato suitable for salad, as some 
‘home canners have found to their 
disappointment, but it does give a 
more attractive product than the 
other method gives. 

Cold-pack tomatoes must be han- 
dled differently in processing, for 
they have not so far been heated 
through. If they are packed in 
glass jars, do not sea) them entirely 
before they go into the boiling wa- 
ter-bath, but “exhaust’’ them first; 
that is, drive air out of the jars by 
heating them partly sealed. If they 
are in glass jars with screw-top, 
screw the cap down evenly until it 
catches hold of the rubber ring.

‘With wire-clamp glass-top jars, put 
‘the cap on the rubber and raise the 
upper clamp in position to hold the 
lid in place, but leave the lower 
clamp loose. On the automatic, or 
self-sealing jar, fasten the cap with 
the metal spring or clamp, if that 
is the kind of self-sealer you are 
using, or screw on the band, as the 
case may be. 

Put these partially sealed glass 
jars in the boiling water, just as for 
the hot-pack, but leave them in for 
a longer time, because the cold-pack 
tomatoes have not been heated 
enough to sterilize them. For quart 
and pint glass jars: the “process- 
ing” time is 45 minutes in boiling 
water. Then take them out of the 

'water, finish sealing them, and let 
| ‘them cool—but be sure they are out 
of a draft, or the glass may break, 
| Cold-pack tomatoes in tin cans 
| (No. 2 or No. 3 open-top cans are 
the usual home kind and size), 
‘should be “exhausted” before the 
‘top goes on. For this purpose an 
|extra water or steam bath is neces- 
'sary, and the cans, filled but with- 
‘out their tops, should be set in boil- 
ing water which comes to within 
/one and one-half to two inches of 
the open edge. The whole bath | 
jeodire be tightly covered, to hold in |

the steam, and the cans should be 
‘left in for five to seven minutes, so 
‘the steam can drive air out of the | 
| cans. Then put the lids on, seal 
‘the cans, and “process” them in

To pack in glass, the safe way 
is to heat the juice slightly just to 
boiling if there is no thermometer 
handy. Heating to 190 degrees Fah- 
renheit is really enough, but it is 
necessary to have a thermometer to 
be sure. Don’t let it cook for an in- 
stant longer than necessary. Then 
pour the hot juice into hot steril- 
ized jars or bottles, fill them up 


mato juice put up this way in glass. 
Set the hot jars or bottles aside to 
cool, out of drafts. 


With tin cans, the method is a 
little different. Heat the tomato 
juice just to the simmering point. 
Stop it before it comes to the boil. 
Pour the hot juice into the tin cans 
until they are full, seal them and 
put them immediately in a boiling 
water bath. Keep them there five 
minutes, counting time when the 
water actually boils, not before. Aft- 
er this processing, cool the tin cans 
of juice at once in running water.

PICNIC SUPPER MAKES 
HOLIDAY FOR ALL 


Labor Day Suggests an Outing 
for the Entire 
Family. 


Everybody has a holiday on La- 
bor day but mother who toils in 
the kitchen all year ’rounfl seeing 
to it that her family has its quota 
of health giving food. We suggest, 
nay advocate, a day free from the 
getting of meals for her on this 
particular holiday. 

How about a picnic supper in the 
park or somewhere in the country 
with the family doing the fetching 
and carrying for a change? Picnic 
meals are simple and while she 
will probably get together most of 
the ingredients the day before, the 
illusion of having nothing at all 
to do on that day is a grand one 
and altogether too rare. 

Hot Meal May Be Carried. 

If you like a hot meal of sorts 

it may be prepared in one of those 
electric cookers, carried along and 
served piping hot. If only one hot 
dish is the order of the day it may 
be prepared in a casserole which 
in turn may be packed in excelsior 
to assure its arriving at the picnic 
grounds with some of its heat re- 
tained. 
Spaghetti is a grand dish for the 
picnic. Two pounds of uncooked 
spaghetti should serve from 10 to 
12 persons. Mushrooms, fried 
ground beef, green peppers and ‘a 
good tomato sauce and a liberal 
amount of grated Italian cheese 
known as Romano cheese add _ to 
the general deliciousness of a toma- 
to sauce. A fruit salad in paper 
cups, cookies and a drink of some 
kind, either hot or cold and you 
have a grand picnic menu’ with 
olives, pickles, radishes and celery 
on the side. 

Sandwiches for Simple Meal. 
For a simpler meal and one that 
does not need much preparation 
ahead of time, sandwiches are a 


good suggestion. Take along 
sliced bread and butter, cheese, 
cold meats or sandwich fillings, 


some fruit, cup cakes or cookies 
and the makings of drinks either 
hot or cold and prepare for a good 
time. A recipe for a surprise des- 
sert is given below which goes 
well if your picnic plans include a 
campfire in which bacon or frank- 
furters are to be roasted. 


Bacon—Pickle Sandwiches, 

(A Hearty Sandwich.) 
One-fourth cup mayonnaise. 
Two dill pickles, finely chopped. 

Six slices bacon, broiled crisp, 
and finely chopped. ‘ 

To mayonnaise add other ingre- 
dients and blend thoroughly. Spread 
between thin slices of bread spread 
with butter. Makes three-fourths 
cup filling. 

Dried Beef—Cheese Sandwiches. 
Three-fourths cup chopped dried 
beef. 
One-fourth cup grated cheese. 
One-fourth cup chopped celery. 
Mayonnaise. 
Mix dried beef, cheese and celery 
thoroughly and add enough mayon- 
naise to moisten. Spread between 
slices of white or whole wheat 
bread, spread with butter or vege- 
table margarine. Makes enough 
filling for eight sandwiches, 
Surprise Dessert. 
One loaf dry old bread. 
One can condensed milk. 
Grated cocoanut. 
Cut the bread three-fourths inch 
thick and trim the crusts. Cut 
each slice in about three long strips. 
Spread on all sides with condensed 
milk covering well. Roll in cocoa- 
nut and toast over the campfire 
until a delicate brown. These “fin- 
gers” taste like angel food cake 
with a cocoanut icing.

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Proper Food Important Question 
To Physiologically Old People|| 


“What is the right food for old 
people?” This is a question that 
arises so often. Housewives ask: it 
because of the elders in their fami- 
lies. Institution managers ask it. 
“Old” people themselves ask it. 

But what do we mean by “old” 
people? The answer depends up- 
on that. Nobody needs a special 
diet merely because he has lived a 
certain number of years. Some peo- 
ple at 80 are actually younger, 
physically, than otners at 60 or even 
at 40. People who are really old 
are those whose bodies are no long- 
er so strong or active as they were, 
people who with their years have 
become worn, infirm, disabled, or 
sick. For people in middle life or 
later who are merely not so active 
as they were the answer may be 
different. 

Special Diets. 

People who are really, physiolog- 
ically old, unless. they are on a spe- 
cial diet prescribed by a doctor, 
should have meals planned with 
reference to the general slowing 
down of their internal processes, 
and also to meet any difficulties 
they may have in chewing or digest- 
ing. Because they are inactive, such 
people need less food, particularly 
less of the high-calorie foods, than 
active people need. They probably 
need only a half tu two-thirds as 
many calories as they required in 
their most active years. Their food 
should be simple, simply prepared, 
easily digestible, and well-balanced 
—that is, it should include all the 
different classes of food that every- 
body needs. The chief problem is 
to provide the necessary variety of 
foods, with texture and form suit- 
able to elderly people. 

Some Suggestions. 

For the person who is truly old 
and unable to assimilate as much as 
he once could, or to chew all of the 
foods he once could enjoy, there are 
these suggestions: 

Use fruit juices rather than the 
fruit itself; stewed fruits rather 
than raw ones. Citrus fruits, how- 


ever, oranges and grapefruit, may

be used raw. Milk, soups, purees, 
and broth are good. Milk in fact, is 
very important in this kind of diet, 
because it contains so many food 
values in easily digestible form. 
Milk fat and milk protein, especial- 
ly, are more easily digested than 
any other fat or protein. 

For protein foods, broiled ground 
beef, chicken, lamb, flaked fish, 
oysters, soft cooked eggs, cottage 
cheese, cheese souffle or cheese fon- 
du, where the cheddar chees is fine- 
ly divided and mixed with other 
foods that are readily digested. One 


day is usually enough. 
Vegetables Difficult. 

Vegetables are a more difficult 
question. With their texturé in mind, 
the bureau recommends potatoes 
and sweet potatoes, baked, boiled or 
fresh snap beans, fresh 
limas and fresh peas, preferably 
sieved; spinach, finely chopped; 
cauliflower; squash (no seeds); car- 
rots, cooked or grated raw; corn 
pudding if the corn is scraped and 
no skin of the grains included. To- 
mato juice rather than tomatoes un- 
less the seeds and skins are strained 
out. 

Vegetables that are hard to masti- 
cate, such as cabbage, turnip tops, 
collards, and stalks of celery, should 
be chopped fine. Older people also 
find grains of corn are hard to di- 
gest, whether on or off the cob, 
cooked or canned. 

Light Desserts. 


For desserts, use custards, rice 
puddings, junket, gelatins, stewed, 
canned or baked fruit, but not pas- 
try or rich cakes. Cream and sugar 
or top milk and sugar are allow- 
able with puddings. Ice cream is 
good, and simple candies sometimes, 
unless they cause obvious trouble. 

As for breads, all kinds are al- 
lowable unless they cause discom- 
fort, as may happen if they are 
not well chewed. Toast and zwie- 
bach are good because the starch 
is partly turned to dextrin, which 
is easier to digest than starch. 

Coffee, tea, malted milk and co- 
coa, are all allowable and usually 
very welcome. Coffee and tea with 
sugar and cream cor milk if desired. 
Rich gravies and sauces put too 
much of a burden on a weak diges- 
tive system, and high seasonings 
and condiments of all sorts are too 
irritating.

Yes- 
terday he approved the railroad 
retirement and Frazier-Lemke farm 
moratorium legislation. 
™® The Guffey law is designed to al- 
low soft coal producers to fix prices 
under Federal supervision. Pro- 
ponents contend this will assure the 
industry sufficient income to pay 
fair wages. 

Advocated by the United Mine 
Workers, the President and some 
producers, it was approved by slim 
majorities in Congress despite pro- 
tests that it was unconstitutional. 

In urging a reluctant House com- 
mittee to start the measure toward 
passage, Roosevelt urged that 
joubts about its constitutionality— 
however reasonable’—not be al- 
lowed to stand in the way. 

Steel companies owning their own 
mines may attack the plan in the 
courts. 

Provisions of Law. 

Minimum coal prices are to be 
» @ fixed by district boards of produc- 
ers under supervision of a five-man 
national bituminous coal commis- 


aa sion, which also will administer oth- 


er marketing provisions. 

The law places a 15 per cent tax

SENATOR POPE’S VIEW 
ON U.S. AND LEAGUE 


He Says This Country Would 
Join If It Settled Ethiopian 


Question. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 30.—Senator Pope 
of Idaho said today that the United 
States would join the League of 
Nations eventually if the Italian- 
Ethiopian quarrel were settled at 
Geneva, 

Pope, here on his way to observe, 


unofficially, next week’s session of 
the. League Council, said the only 
solution for the Ethiopian problem 
was “the application of sanctions 
or some similar measures at 
Geneva.” 


He talked with Premier Laval 
last night but said he based his 
“purely personal” conclusions on 
general observations in England 
and France. 

“It is up to the League now,” he 
said. “If the League succeeds it 
undoubtedly will start the ball roll- 
ing in the United States. Natur- 
ally, this would not mean immedi- 
ate entry but it would mean the 
growing co-operation of America 
with the League, eventually leading 
to entry. 

“On the other hand, if the Ital- 
ian-Ethiopian question is not settled 
at Geneva, it will be a serious blow 
to the League power to settle inter- 
national disputes. 

“The League will still be a power- 
ful instrument for peace in quarrels 
of lesser magnitude, but its value 
will certainly be greatly impaired 
as a means of settling differences 
between big Powers.” 

Senator Pope said his talk with 
Laval “got to the bottom of the 
Italian-Ethiopian dispute,” but he 
declined to disclose the details of 
the conversation. He said he ex- 
pects to meet several European 
statesmen for “confidential talks 
on the international situation” be- 
fore he goes to Geneva Sept. 2. 


BALBO WATCHES WAR GAMES 
AND TALKS WITH MUSSOLINI 


Soldier-Governor of Libya Says He 
Expects to Be Busy in His 
Colony Soon. 

By the Associated Press. 

BOLZANO, Italy, Aug. 30.—Italo 
Balbo, former Air Marshal of Italy, 
now Governor of Libya, said today 
he was looking forward to a busy 
period in his colony during tk> ex- 
pected war between Italy and Ethi- 
opia. 

Here in colonial uniform to watch 
the troop maneuvers and to talk 
with Premier Mussolini, Balbo was 
asked whether he had volunteered 
for East African service. 

“No,” he said. “After all, I have 
my own profession as the soldier- 
Governor of Libya. I expect to be 
very busy in Libya in the near fu- 
ture.” 

Balbo spoke with pleasure of the 
visit Ambassador Long of the Unit- 
ed States made to him in Tripoli 
several months ago, when the Amer- 
ican Envoy presented to him the 
United States’ Distinguished Flying 
Cross. 

Army officers here said that for 
the rest of the year Balbo would 
occupy one of the most important | 
positions in the Kingdom. Libya is 
expected to furnish a good deal of 
assistance and man power to Eri- 
trea, and if the African campaign 
should develop into a war of wider 
proportions, Egypt would be a vi- 
tal point and Libya, on its border, 
would be a danger spot.

AR BOMBER PILOTED 
BY RADIO IN TEST 


Large Army Ship Navigated 
Automatically in Flight 
Over Ohio. 


By the Associated Press. 

DAYTON, O., Aug. 30—A big 
army bomber was piloted automati- 
cally by radio over a triangular 
course yesterday. Only at the take- 
off and landing here, Wright Fieid 
officers said, did its pilot lay hand 
on the controls, 


Air Corps officers in an official 
announcement called the feat “suc- 
cessful automatic radio navigation.” 

The engineers emphasized there 
was no thought of sending huge 
bombing planes, crewless, to attack 
an enemy in any future war, even 
though England’s “Queen Bee” 
planes have demonstrated that un- 
manned aircraft can be flown by 
radio remote control. The equip- 
ment tested here, the engineers said, 
is “purely a matter of navigation,” 
to bring ship and crew _ safely 


through fog or storms or over 
great distances. 
Equipment aboard the Martin 


bomber includes a radio compass 
and a Sperry automatic pilot. With 
it, a plane can be turned toward 
any radio station at or near the 
destination. Using a course thus 
set by radio waves which may be 
carrying a crooner’s song, it will, 
the Air Corps announcement said, 
hold to that course without a hu- 
man pilot’s aid. 

Devices used, details of which 
were not disclosed, were developed 
by the equipment section of the 
Army Air Corps at Wright Bield, 
the announcement said. 

Lieut. Carl J. Crane was pilot 
aboard yesterday, with R. K. Stout 
of the equipment branch and Paul 
Kreuger of the radio laboratory as 
his crew. 

The announcement said the ship, 
once in the air, and set on a 
course, flew down an air lane set 
by radio waves of a Cincinnati sta- 
tion, slowly turned there, and then 
completed the remaining two legs 
of the triangular course on the 
programs of two stations in Day- 
ton.

Proposed Treaty Provides for Con-

Rumania and Czecho-Slovakia tdoay 
studied the French-Italian draft of 
a proposed Danubian pact. 

The details were not disclosed 
but the pact was said to be a sim- 
ple non-aggression treaty with pro- 
vision for consultation between the 
signatories and the Danubian states

reported to be ready to discuss such 
a pact at a Danubian conference 
providing the revision of territorial 
clauses of the peace treaties is not 
injected into the parley.

MEMORIAL PLAN 
PROTEST MADE 
10 WASHINGTON 


Group of Business Men in 
Area to Be Condemned 
Advises Government to 
Look Before Leaping. 


The proposed $30,000,000 river 
front memorial to be financed with 
city and Government funds and for 
which St. Louis will be asked to 


vote $7,500,000 in bonds Sept. 10, 
has been denounced as “illogical, 
unsound, fallacious and a munici- 
pal luxury” in a protest made at 
Washington by the Taxpayers’ De- 
fense Association. 

The protest was embodied in a 
letter written by Bruno J. Teach, 
treasurer of the association, and 
approved by that body, which is 
composed of the heads of a group 
of business concerns in the affected 
37-block area east of Third street. 
It was directed to Col. E. W. Clark 
of the Interior Department, who 
has the St. Louis project before 
him, Teach is president of the 
Federal Fur & Wool Co., 122 North 
Main street, and of the St. Louis 
Raw Fur and Wool Association. 

It was pointed out in the pro- 
test that St. Louis has 19 miles of 
water front, the heart of which is 
the one-mile stretch between the 
Eads and Municipal bridges, em- 
bracing 37 blocks to be cleared of 
buildings for the proposed memorial 
to Thomas Jefferson and western 
pioneers, 


Condition of District. 

“Thig older business district con- 
tains many fine buildings, many 
fair buildings and some neglected 
ones,” it was set forth in the pro- 
test. “The section contains no 
greater percentage of neglected and 
vacant buildings than any other 
older business section in the Unit- 
ed States. 

“In front of these 37 blocks we 
have a rather unattractive body of 
yellowish water, known as the 
Mississippi. Across the river we 
have East St. Louis with its un- 
sightly river front buildings, rail- 
road yards, junk heaps, smoke 
stacks, gas tanks and whatnot. This 
37 blocks is to go. A great plaza 
is to take its place.” 

The protest inquired if the plaza 
was to be a future haven for tran- 
sients and loungers and if the In- 
terior Department had made an un- 
biased, impartial and logical sur- 
vey of the undertaking. 

“An Amazing Folly.” 

“When the Government invests 
the people’s money in a project of 
such magnitude there must come 
from it a definite benefit and last- 
ing good,’ the communication con- 
tinued. “This project is a munic- 
ipal luxury. It is not a case of 
necessity and certainly not an 
emergency. 

“A national park in these sur- 
roundings would be an amazing fol- 
ly now, and eventually a white ele- 
phant, because the trend of busi- 
ness as well as residences is dis- 
tinctly away from the river. The- 
aters have moved westward. St. 
Louis’ downtown is not New York’s 
Broadway, Washington’s Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, Chicago’s State street. 
On Sundays and at night downtown 
St. Louis, when compared with oth- 
er metropolitan business centers, is 
deserted. The trend is away from 
the river now, 
away from the memorial plaza if 
this glorified mistake is built-” 

The campaign was characterized 
by Teach as “high pressuring the 
Government,” which, it was pointed 
out, has not committed itself to 
contribute the full amount needed 
to complete the memorial. 

Attention was directed to the 
elevated railroad tracks along the 
river front over which passenger 
trains of the principal railroads 
from the north and east enter St. 
Louis, and it was stated the rail- 
roads had no intention of removing 
their tracks, which skirt the entire 
front of the proposed memorial. 

Attack on Garage Proposal. 

“And what is to adorn our Jef- 
ferson memorial?” the memorial 
opponents asked. “We are told a 
5000-car garage. Since when is the 
Government building garages for 


private enterprise in national 
parks? 
“Instead of this illogical, un- 


sound and fallacious river front me- 
morial,” it was set forth in conclu- 
sion, “let us have our eyes to the 
future, with the world’s finest air- 
port located within a short distance 
of the main business district. 

“Instead of the memorial, which, 
because of its miserable surround- 
ings, would soon be classified as an 
architectural monstrosity, let us 
acquire Eads Bridge and make it 
a super-highway connecting East 
St. Louis with St. Louis via the 
soundest and shortest route. 

“Instead of a memorial plaza 
which, in a short time, is likely to 
be east of the city, let us improve 
the now condemned district with 
concrete streets, larger warehouses 
and factories. 

“This district is now dotted with 
railroad facilities and would not 
only become a great industrial dis- 
trict close to the city, but would 
help stop the westward movement 
of the business district and anchor 
business to the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi.” 

Finally, the protest urged the 
Government “to take.a careful look 
before it leaps.” '

|CACTUS PLANTING 
STOPS SPREADING 
OF RUSSIAN DESERT 


Land Ruined by Shifting 
Sands Is Reclaimed in 
10-Year Fight. 


By the Associated Press. 

TASHKENT, U. 8S. S. R., Aug. 30. 
—A 10-year fight against the Karyl- 
Kum desert, which was slowly ex- 
panding, engulfing villages and 
farms, has finally put the sands to 
retreat. 

Fifty settlements and 5000 acres 
of cultivated land were lost to the 
desert in five years. Now, through 
the planting of cactus barriers, this 
territory has been won back and 
with it 2000 acres of the desert it- 
self. 

With no interference, the wind 
had swept the sand forward until 
irrigation ditches became clogged, 
crops were ruined and the farmers 
moved back. 

In 1925 a zone of defense was or- 
ganized. Rows of cactus were plant- 
ed and airplanes were used to sow 
saksaul plants. The barrier is be- 
ing moved periodically outward and 
man now is invading the desert.

Socialist Speaks Twice 
Terre Haute, Condemning 
Military Control.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Aug. 30.— 
Two mass meetings at which Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist leader, 
charged that Gov. Paul V. McNutt’s 
military control of this area con- 
stituted “a headstrong dictatorship” 
brought a warning from Maj. Earl 
Weimar of the National Guard last 


night that “martial law in Vigo 
County still is in effect.” 

The meetings, arranged by the 
Labor and Socialist Defense Com- 
mittee, opened a campaign to end 
military control, which has been 
in effect since a general strike here 
July 22. 


Maj. Weimer, informed that 
speakers at the meetings had ad- 
vised workers to continue their 
strike, asserted “we will not coun- 
tenance any further disturbances 
and picketing,” and said if any is 
attempted “we can, if necessary, 
produce immediately sufficient 
troops to cope with any situation.” 


The Socialist leaders expect to 
take court action to test the legal- 
ity of military control. Meanwhile 
civil and military authorities de- 
clined to interfere with the mass 
meetings. 

Thomas, referring to Gov. Mc- 
Nutt and military authorities as 
“dictators,” said Terre Haute had 
“the most dangerous martial law 
situation I ever have seen.” 

A crowd estimated at 2000 gath- 
ered around the courthouse for 


the noon meeting. Thomas, Powers 
Hapgood of Indianapolis, Leo Ver- 
non of Madison, Wis., and Max 
Shafer, vice-president of the Vigo 
County Central Labor Union, spoke. 
Hapgood, who was held in jail by 
military authorities for several 
days accusing him of making “de- 
rogatory remarks” about them, 
urged laborers to continue picket- 
ing mills where strikes are in pro- 
gress. 

The Governor established mili- 
tary rule last month after a strike 
of employes of the Columbian 
Enameling Mill precipitated a gen- 
eral walkout. The general strike 
lasted only about 36 hours, but mili- 


tary rule still is in effect. 


TWO U.S. CITIZENS HELD 
IN CHINESE SPY INQUIRY 


Four Foreigners Detained in 
Investigation of Interna- 
tional Espionage Ring.

HANKOW, China, Aug. 30.—In- 
vestigation by Chinese authorities 


into the operation of an alleged in- 
ternational espionage ring in China 
resulted today in the detention of 
four foreigners, including two said 
to be United States citizens. 


The arrests followed the trial and 
conviction of a man giving his 
name as Joseph Walden, who was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison by 
the Hupeh high court. « Walden, 
who throughout his trial main- 
tained a tight-lipped silence regard- 
ing his activities, says he is a 
Frenchman. 

The following statement was au- 
thorized by the United States Con- 
sulate: 

“The Chinese authorities’ in- 
formed the United States Consul- 
ate yesterday that two men whom 
they had taken into custody earlier 
said they were citizens of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“A Consular official interviewed 
the men and examined their pa- 
pers. As they appeared to be Unit- 
ed States citizens, the Chinese re- 
leased them into the Consulate’s 
charge. The men are not Hankow 
residents.” 


One of Suspects From Michigan 
and Other From Georgia. 

By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 30.—Two citi- 
zens of the United States arrested 
by Chinese authorities at Hankow 
today were said to be Julius Lemcke 
of Michigan, and Eugene Brinson 
of Georgia, by Felthan Watson, 
United States District Attorney 
here, who was advised of the men’s 
identification by the United States 
Consular authorities in Hankow. 
Lemcke is reported to be a long- 
time resident of Shanghai while 
Brinson is believed to be a recent 
arrival. 

Watson said the Chinese said the 
men attempted to assist Walden to 
escape from the Chinese = prison 
during the latter’s trtal.

l'nder legislative license, the Mmanage- 
ment of the theater required her to pay 
2 mills upon her 15-cent ticket and re- 
quired her little brother to pay 1 mill 
upon his 5-cent ticket. 

The manager of the show had made 
two sales. one for 15 cents and another 
for 5 cents. Upon these two sales, he 
awed to the State 2 mills. He collected 
wen from the purchasers all that he 
owed to the State and 1 mill more. His 
profit on this tax transaction was 33 1-3 
per cent. If the seating capacity of this 
theater is 600 and the seats are equally 
divided between 15-cent and 5-cent 
tickets, his customers paid $1.20 tax for 
him last night and gave him a personal 
profit of 60 cents over and above the 
reguiar price of his show. If his show 
is open 365 days in the year, the pur- 
chasers of tickets will pay the sales tax 
for him in the sum of $438 and give him 
“ personal profit of $219. In making up 
his Federal income tax return and his 
State income tax return, will he report 
as a profit this $2197 

The sales tax is a so-called painless 
tax. Certainly, it is painless to those who 
make sales. It is not only painless but 
it ig to them a source of profit, disguised

For example, the dove season opens ‘in Missouri 
next Sunday and game wardens have been instructed 
that doves may be taken only between 7 a. m. and 
4 p. m., the same hours prescribed for water-fowl 
hunting. Since doves are usually shot when com- 
ing down to water after sunrise and before sunse}, 
this meant precious little dove-shooting. Many com- 
plaints ensued. Only yesterday, a presidential proc- 
lamation was issued providing that doves may be 
taken from 7 a. m. until sunset. 

Since it is too late for wide dissemination of the 
proclamation to reach obscurely-placed wardens, the 
man who hunts doves after 4 p. m. next Sunday is 
taking chances. He may arm himself with the As- 
sociated Press dispatch, but that is slender defense 
against the majesty of the law. Perhaps we had 
better stick to skeet.

The cost of the service pension system for 
World War veterans would be far in excess of 
what it has been for the veterans of all the pre- 
vious wars of the United States, because the con- 
script army of 1917-18 was built on a much 
greater scale than the grand army of the Civil 
War. 


When dealing with veterans’ costs in the United 
States, one should be gifted with a flair for astro- 
nomical figures. Pensions and other bounties paid 
to Civil War veterans approach eight billion dollars, 
or about three times the cost of the war itself, and 
today, 70 years after Appomattox, the pension cost 
of that war is in the neighborhood of $100,000,000 a 
year. 

Pensions for Spanish-American War veterans al- 
ready exceed the cost of that war. They total about 
$800,000,000. The bill signed by Mr. Roosevelt 
adds $45,000,000 or more to the annual cost, bringing 
it up to more than $100,000,000 a year. Under legis- 
lation passed by Congress, practically every veteran 
of that war is either on the pension rolls or eligible 
for a pension. 

It is estimated that by 1945, payments to World 
War veterans will have cost as much as the war 
itself. They have already soared into the billions. 
The total amount of the bonus is some $3,500,000,000. 
If, after that is paid, a service pension for World 
War veterans is enacted, Mr. Roosevelt estimates 
that, by 1949, that one item alone will add $830,000,- 
000 to the annual veterans’ bill. 

We are now spending about a billion dollars a year 
for veterans of all wars, or about $1 of every $4 in 
the Government’s normal budget. At the current 
rate of progression, in 10 years or so, we shall be 
spending about two billions annually and, as the vet- 
erans get older, a greater sum than that. Even the

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THE VOICE FROM BOLZANO. 

Mussolini's adeptness as a stage manager is shown 
by the setting for the Cabinet council that approved 
his African policies and issued a communique defin- 
ing Italy’s stand in the Ethiopian controversy. It 
was held in the tense military atmosphere of Bol- 
zano, headquarters of the army's large-scale maneu- 
vers, and all Ministers attended in uniform. Show- 
manship was also shown in making the announce- 
ment seem the result of deliberations by having it 
come from the Cabinet rather than being voiced by 
the Premier himself. The voice is the same, for Mus- 
solini holds seven of the 13 Cabinet portfolios, and 
the other incumbents are devoted followers whose 
duties at the council table are those traditional to 
yes-men. 

So Great Britain hears from the one-man Cabinet 
that it must go slow at Geneva if it is to retain 
Italy’s friendship, that Italy will respect Britain’s 
rights, but “the gravest complications” will result if 
sanctions are sought. Thus the hot potato is handed 
back to John Bull. 

Equally significant is what the voice from Bolzano 

says to the Italian people about the price they are 
to pay for the Ethiopian adventure. Only the first 
installments of the price are stated, but they are 
large. The country is prepared for three years of 
existence on a war basis. Civil requirements of an 
industrial nature take second place to military 
needs. Virtual confiscation is in the order that all 
foreign credits and securities must be converted into 
nine-year Italian bonds. Business and industrial 
dividends are restricted to 6 per cent for three 
years; all earnings above that must be invested in 
non-negotiable Government bonds. A special 10 per 
cent tax on dividends and interest is decreed. All 
automobiles carrying passengers for pay must be 
equipped to use gasoline substitutes. 
So the voice from Bolzano lays fresh burdens on 
the Italian people, in addition to their present heavy 
tax load. It is only the beginning. May not the 
war develop into a test of endurance between the 
Ethiopians’ ability to withstand the Italian military 
onslaught and the Italians’ ability to withstand their 
Government’s economic onslaught? 
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DEATH OF THE BELGIAN QUEEN. 

The world’s sympathy goes out to the Belgian peo- 
ple in the tragic loss of their Queen. Not only by 
her position as royal consort but by her personal 
qualities as well, Queen Astrid won the devotion of 
her people, and the admiration of other lands. Bel- 
gium for the last few decades has been fortunate in 
having a ruling family whose domestic life and 
democratic demeanor typified the highest ideals in 
citizenship anywhere, and the Swedish-born Queen 
carried on the fine tradition. She is mourned not 
only as royalty but as an example of the best in 
womanhood, taken untimely from her family and 
her p_ople. 

T..e tragedy strikes home, too, at motor car drivers 
everywhere. King Leopold, driving at 50 or 55 miles 
an hour, took his eyes from the highway for only a 
moment to glance at a map. In that fraction of 
time, the car left the road and the fatal crash oc- 
curred. The rules of safe driving are the same for 
King and commoner. Disaster waits on every road 
for their violation. 
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NEW YORK’S ANTI-NOISE CAMPAIGN. 

Nvuise is a bane of modern city life. Everyone ex- 
posed to it knows how it shatters the nerves, impairs 
sleep, prevents concentration and lowers the effi- 
ciency of workers. In addition, science has shown, 
it impairs hearing, affects metabolism, retards learn- 
ing, interferes with the development of children and 
leads to nervous afflictions. Mostly, the clamor is 
endured as a necessary evil, but New York City is 
preparing to do something about it. Led by the ag- 
gressive Mayor LaGuardia, aided by many organiza- 
tions and bolstered by months of study, there is 
greater hope of success than in previous anti-noise 
drives in that city. 

Mr. LaGuardia plans education rather than coer- 

cion to open his drive. Information and warnings 
will be distributed before the proposed drastic anti- 
noise ordinance is introduced. Certainly a wide field 
awaits reform, mest of it common to all cities: 
squawking auto horns, shrieking brakes, thundering 
trucks, bawling loud speakers, clattering street cars, 
roaring subway and elevated trains, rattling ash 
cans, shattering drills and riveters. Not all can be 
silenced, of course, but if only unnecessary clamor is 
quieted, the inhabitants of New York City will enjoy 
profound relief. 
European cities, on the whole, have been more 
successful than American in dealing with noise; par- 
ticularly that of motor traffic. New York’s experi- 
ment will be watched eagerly by frazzle-nerved city 
dwellers everywhere. 
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END OF THE DILLINGER GANG’S STORY. 

Finis is written to the bloody history of the Dil- 
linger gang with the finding of the body of John 
Hamilton, bank robber, machine-gunner and killer, 
in a shallow grave near Oswego, Ill. It is evident 
that he was fatally wounded in one of the gang’s 
encounters with officers last year, and hastily buried. 
Thus he went the way of his brethren in crime— 
Dillinger, Van Meter, “Baby Face” Nelson and all 
the rest. In all, nine of the outlaws met violent 
death at the hands of Federal and local officers, 
spurred to action by outraged society, and one ended 
in the electric chair. Various persons who sheltered 
and aided gang members in their flight from justice 
have received prison sentences. 

We have not yet learned how to prevent crime, 
and until that dream is realized, much of the pub- 
lic’s defense must rest on its law enforcement offi- 
cers. Their efficiency is a source of assurance for 
the people and a deterrent for the criminally in- 
clined.

HE Toronto Star recently referred to 
T the Duce’s projected military campaign 

in Africa as “organized highway rob- 
bery.” That it is; but it should be made 
clear to everyone that this is Mussolini's 
private war, that the Italian people, in their 
overwhelming majority, are opposed to the 
criminal attempt and consider themselves 
as much the victims of the Fascist folly 
as the Ethiopian tribesmen will be. 

The Italian people are entirely without 
blame in the matter. They want peace and 
prosperity and progress and enlightenment 
as much as we do. They are inarticulate 
at present, but they may yet, as the Star 
has predicted, speak out their opposition to 
the man who deprives them of both pros- 
perity and peace. 

Of course, coming down to brass tacks, 
Mussolini cares nothing about dvilizing 
Ethiopia. He wants the platinum and the 
oil and the gold and the forests and the 
other unexploited natural resources of that 
African Empire, Nothing else matters. He 
wants to create a market for Italian man- 
ufactured goods. 

Mussolini is being driven to war by eco- 
nomic circumstances of his own creation. 
The coming war is the direct, logical and 
inevitable outcome of the Duce’s policy. 

* s * 


For years, Mussolini has concentrated all 
his efforts and all his energy on building 
up a colossal armed force on land, on sea 
and in the air. To that end, he had to im- 
pose a staggering burden on the country 
which has well-nigh become unsupportable. 
With the aid of the Blackshirt militia, he 
prevented outbreaks of dissatisfaction and 
discontent. By sending Parliament home, 
he eliminated all criticism of his immense 
war budgets. By silencing the press, he 
Squelched the voice of the people and, by 
all these measures combined, he managed 
to convey the impression, to such as do not 
examine the situation too closely, that he 
had a solidly united Italy behind him. 

He has for that reason been called a 
great statesman, a consummate organizer 
and one of the outstanding personalities 
of our time. History will judge the intrinsic 
value of the Fascist experiment in Italy, 
and history will not have to wait centuries 
or even decades to make up its mind. For 
the test of Mussolini’s Fascism is coming 
in the near future, and the whole worid 
will know whether the Duce’s reputation 
rests upon facts and upon merit or whether 
it is another carefully constructed myth. 

The program of Fascism in the face ot 
the great economic crisis is to restore at 
least partial prosperity with an increase in 
the manufacture of armaments. We see 
this in Italy, in Germany, in Austria and 
other countries. The slogans and tactics em- 
ployed are practically the same in each case, 
and the practical effect, also. 

It is undeniable, of course, that building 
up a large military force, and equipping this 
army with all the necessities of war, does 
indeed provide work for many thousands. 
It is the boast, both of Hitler and of Mus- 
solini, to have given bread and work to 
hundreds of thousands, That they had to 
increase taxation to the breaking point in 
order to find the money for their armament 
eampaigns is usually overlooked. Only the 


grandiose effect of millions under arms, of 
swarms of planes in the sky, tanks and can- 
non on the highways is taken into account. 
' But,that is not the end of it. You can- 
not keep on manufacturing armaments in- 
definitely. There comes a time when that 
market, too, is satiated, when every soldier 
has his rifle, every company its 200 
planes, every corps its 100 machine 
guns, every division its 100 tanks and 
double or treble or quadruple these amounts 
of war material in reserve in the arsenals. 
How can the armament business thereafter 
be kept functioning? How can millions be 
kept at work? 
+ ° > 

Of course, modern war equipment rapid- 
ly becomes antiquated and obsolete and 
needs constant replenishment, Airplanes, 
for instance, last little more on the average 
than one year. After that, a better motor 
is perfected and a greater cruising radius 
becomes possible. Then the old set is 
scrapped and the air force gets a new set. 
But this replacement cannot take the place 
of the full-time manufacture. 

When the moment of satiation of the 
military market at home is attained, the 
Fascist regimes are faced with a crisis. 
This is the case at present in Italy and 
will be the case in Germany presently. 
Grave symptoms of uneasiness are discern- 
ible in both lands. The manufacture of 
war materials, the only industry function- 
ing full force in those countries, cannot 
suddenly be brought to a halt. That would 
throw millions of workers out of employ- 
ment, that would mean chaos and hunger 
and complete economic stagnation. 

Yet to keep the war industry going, ever 
new financial sacrifices are asked of the 
people at a time when the people’s re- 
sources are virtually exhausted. The dead- 
point has therefore been reached, the 
regime is in a cul-de-sac and must collapse 
unless it can find an outlet for its sur- 
plus war material. To sell it abroad is not 
possible, for every state is manufacturing 
its own. War then becomes the only way 
out. War alone keeps the wheels turning.

War is a terrible risk, especially for a 
Fascist regime, for war involves arming 
the masses of the people who have for 
years undergone the repression, the terror 
and the ultra-deflationary measures of the 
regime. There is no way for Fascism to 
conciliate those masses, which would still 
be possible by securing them bread and 
work and freedom. Freedom is out of the 
question, being contrary to the nature of 
Fascism. Bread and work cannot be provid- 
ed any longer because the market is filled. 

Therefore, in spite of the risk, in spite 
of the tremendous sufferings involved, 
Fascism plunges into war. upsets the 
world’s precarious equilibrium, destroys 
property wholesale, disrupts. the family 
and sows death and misery over the earth. 

Mussolini has reached this point, He 
still hesitates at this moment. But eco- 
nomic forces are driving him on and on 
and on, until presently, in a few weeks’ 
time now, he will take the plunge, and oth- 
ers, in desperation or in the hope of gain- 
ing by the resulting upheaval, will follow 
his example.

PLAYGROUND PAGEANT 


Old French Fairy Story, 
“White Magic,”’ Presented — 
at Municipal Theater. 


A beautiful princess, a handsome 
prince, a wicked old witch, goblins, 
sprites and alj the other inhabit- 
ants of Fairyland returned to For- 
est Park yesterday afternoon for 
their annual visit, the twenty-ninth 
city playground pageant at the 
Municipal Theater. 

Skies were cloudy and the air 
cool, but 10,000 children and mem- 
bers of their families forgot the 


weather as soon as the fairy story, 
“White Magic,” began to unfold on 
the large stage. 

Central figure in the old French 
story is a little princess, whose 
stepmother, the queen, attempts to 
prevent her marriage to the hand- 
some Prine Fortune by taking her 
to live with an old witch, Mirabo. 
The queen wishes her own daugh- 
ter to marry the wealthy prince. 

The little Princess Philomene is 
unhappy until she receives the aid 
of the Good Spirit of the Forest, 
who teaches her white magic. White 
magic proves to be the opposite of 
the witch’s black magic and is ob- 
tained by saying the incantations 
of black magic backwards. 


Queen Becomes Witch. 

In the end, as in all good fairy 
stories, the unhappy princess is 
made happy by being united with 
her handsome prince. The wicked 
witch flees in terror at the power 
of the Good Spirit of the Forest and 
the scheming queen is made to live 
forever as a witch. 

The action of the story was all in 
pantomine, but a voice “over the 
loud speaker (Frank D. Sullivan, 
superintendent of recreation) ex- 
plained everything so that even the 
tiniest tot in the audience could fol- 
low the pageant. 

The 1500 performers seemed not 
a bit.abashed by their surroundings. 
True they were on an unusually 
large stage, one which has been 
known to frighten veteran perform- 
ers, but they cared not a whit. Many 
even had time to pick out Brother 
Charlie or Sister Marie in the au- 
dience and then there was a wink 
or a nod which told others that the 
performer knew he was being 
watched “extra carefully” by some 
member of the family. 

The pageant did not begin until 
3:30 o'clock, but by 2 almost all the 
performers had deserted the ath- 
letic contests on the cricket field 
and had started toward the theater. 
Catching sight of Negro boys bear- 
ing wooden bows and husky blondes 
carrying witches brooms, many par- 
ents decided it was time for the 
pageant to begin. About 3000 seats, 
therefore, were taken an hour be- 
fore the performance actually be- 
gan. 

The Witch Appears. 


When it did, it was apparent that 
long hours of practice had not been 
spent in vain. The first important 
character to appear was the witch, 
Marie Auer, distinguished by 
stringy white hair flowing from an 
ominous black hat. Then other 
leading characters began to appear; 
Lillian Watson, the queen; Grace 
Bartman, the princess; and Mary 
Jane Miller, the Spirit of the Forest. 

A large share of the applause 
went to two toe dancers, Jane 
Eckert and Arline Fabian of Sher- 
man Playground, who captured the 
hearts of those in the audience by 
their enthusiasm.

CHECK FOR CHILDREN 


Dr. H. I. Spector Asks Parents 
to Have Youngsters Exam- 
ined Before School Opens. 


Dr. H. I. Spector, assistant Health 
Commissioner, yesterday asked St. 
Louis parents to check the health 
of their children before sending 
them to school next Tuesday, and 
warned them especially of the dan- 
gers of communicable diseases 


which exist in the close contacts of 
the schoolroom, 


Pointing out that communicable 
and contagious diseases were  re- 
sponsible for the deaths of 193 and 
the sickness of 11,153 school chil- 
dren last year, Dr. Spector suggest- 
ed that parent swho will buy books 
and clothes for their children also 
“take them on a constructive med- 
ical shopping tour.” 

Smallpox, he pointed out, is no 
longer a problem in St. Louis be- 
cause compulsory vaccination 

. oh’ oe 
against it is a requirement of the 
Board of Education. But diphthe- 
ria, also a preventable disease, is 
“still a menacing problem,” he said. 
Last year 961 school children de- 
veloped the disease and 38 died 
of it. 
“Needless Sacrifice.” 

“Truly a needless human sacri- 
fice,” Dr. Spector said. “Toxoid, a 
preventive agent, could have pre- 
Experience with 
toxoid the world over justifies the 
that this immunizing 
agent can prevent diphtheria and 
that this disease can be eliminated 
from our community, if parents 
would immunize their children be- 
fore sending them to school, 
“Facts and logic justify the pre- 
diction that school authorities will 
in the near future demand compul- 
sory immunization against diph- 
theria. But let me plead with you 
to protect your children from this 
disease on your own initiative. The 
best time to immunize is between 
the ages of six months and five 
years.” 

To prevent or detect in the early 
stages the other contagious and 
communicable diseases— measles, 
scarlet fever, chickenpox, whooping 
cough, mumps, and septic sore 
throat—for which no proven im- 
munizing agent is as yet known, Dr. 
Spector recommended a daily in- 
spection. At the sign of any sym- 
toms—a rash, sore throat, a running 
nose—the child should be kept at

Form a daily morning routine 
of inspecting the child’s_ skin, 
throat, and nose for the purpose 
of detecting the onset of a com- 
municable disease.

S. Patrol Commander Re- 
ports Finding Some Peaks 
of .11,100 Feet.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 -—— The 
finding of a vast range of moun- 
tains under the Bering Sea was re- 
ported today to the Coast Guard by 
Commander L. V. Ketihorn of the 
Bering Sea patrol. 

Some of the peaks were said to 
rise almost perpendicularly 11,000 
feet from the ocean floor. 

Discovered by the cutter Chelan, 
which is engaged in protecting the 
seal herd of the Bering Sea, these 
sub-oceanic mountains were said to 
he between the Aleutians and Pribi- 


lof Islands. They roughly follow 
a course paralleling the Alaskan 
Rockies. 


“The depths of water over this 
ridge vary,” Commander Keilhorn 
reported. “We found one depth of 
only 75 fathoms, numerous 200 
fathom spots. Extreme irregular- 
ity suggests other peaks and pin- 
nacles closer to the surface.” 

A Fathom Is 6 Feet. 

This discovery, Coast Guard of- 
ficials said, apparently confirms a 
theory that such a range of moun- 
tains must exist somewhere in the 
Bering. 

The cutter Chelan, of which Com- 
mander Keilhorn is master, is 
equipped with scientific devices and, 
while not engaged in other duties, 
its crew chart the bottom of the 
northern

Pension Proposal Like That in 
U. S. Laid Before Federal 
Premier Lyons. 


By the Associated Press. 

SYDNEY, Aug. 30.—A scheme for 
national insurance to be operated 
jointly by the Federal and State 
governments of Australia, is being 
considered by Joseph A. Lyons, 
Federal Prime Minister. 

The scheme would merge all Gov- 
ernment social services under con- 
trol of a Federal health council. 

Uniform rates for pensions, work- 
ers’ compensation, child endowment 
and widows’ pensions are proposed. 
In some respects the program re- 


sembles the social security aims of 
President Roosevelt, whom Lyons 
visited at the White House a few 
weeks ago on his way home from 
London. 

Lyons was 50 years old and ex- 
perienced only in the administra- 
tion of his native Tasmania when 
he rose to prominence as Postmas- 
ter-General in Premier Scullin’s 
Federal Labor Ministry in 1929. 
In January, 1931, he broke away 
from his labo. colleagues, unable 
to accept their inflationist policy 
and tendency to repudiate financial 
commitments. Forming the United 
Australia party he swept Scullin 
from office at the polls and assumed 
the Federal premiership. 

Lyons reorganized the common- 
wealth’s finances, began a period of 
sound spending and by meeting 
Australia’s financial obligations, re- 
stored the nation’s credit in the 
London money market.

Analysis. 
As my friend, Dr. Karl Men- 
ninger, says, “The factors in the 


production of maladjustment in col- 
lege students are the same factors 
that are at work in other prob- 
lems. Their genesis is to be sought 
partly in the material, but more 
largely in the shaping of the ma- 
terial by the environment in its 
most plastic period—i. e. child- 
hood. Least important, although 
most conspicuous, are the stric- 
tures and stresses peculiar to the 
college itself; but in the rigor of 
the requirements of that particular 
life phase, plus the disturbances in 
biological, social and psychological 
economy that are taking place at 
the same time, one finds the pre- 
cipitants of numerous breaks and 
threatened breaks.” 

The question as to whether these 
problems are due to physical 
causes, to structural or physiologi- 
cal change in the organism, is one 
that is frequently debated. In my 
opinion, in most cases they are not. 
In other words, I do not believe 
that by putting more calcium into 
a child or changing his ductless 
glands, you are going to adjust 
his school problems or character. 


Teachers. 


A great deal is said about the 
child's adjustment, and not much 
about the téachers’. In my opin- 
ion over 75 per cent of the trouble 
with children in school can be laid 
to the door of poor teaching. As I 
look back upon teachers I have 
had, I am afraid I have to deliver 
a terrible indictment. Out of some 
50 or 75, I can only remember three 
who were in any way stimulating. 
In this respect, the worst teacher 
in the world is the teacher of ma- 
thematics. I do not see how it is 
possible for any group of people to 
be so completely incompetent as 
teachers of mathematics.

One-half cup sour milk 

One cup mashed bananas.

Put him in strange surroun’ 
ings and he will be likely to set a» 
other habit and, if you are quick, 
the right one. 

If a child has bad eating habits 
we make little headway if the same 
person feeds him in the same way 
daily. The old habit is being 
strengthened. Words, he 
strong, have little power to 
such a strong influence as old & 
sociations. Let mother disappesr 
and another attend his meal. & 
his place in another room. Changs 
the hour and the menu and the 
dishes. Say nothing about his ea+ 
ing or not eating. And this whole 
process could be quickened if be 
went to a strange place, withow 
mother, and fell into the ways of 
well-trained children whom he mé# 
there, 

This is usually very difficult # 
do: first, because mother 
bear to trust the child away i 
her; and, second, because it is ne 
easy to find people who are willing 
to be bothered with a child whe 
needs special care. But that is the 
best way, and, by applying the pri 
ciple, habits can be changed with 
out a trip from home. But it takes 
longer and it requires great under 
standing.

Two teaspoons salt 

Two green peppers 

One-quarter teaspoon pepper 

One-quarter teaspoon paprika 

Three tablespoons granulated sugar 

Two tablespoons lemon juice 

Three or four tablespoons whipping 
cream 

Put cabbage throu,h food grinder, add 
salt, allow to stand one hour, and drain. 

Com- 
bine pepper, paprika, sugar and lemon 
juice with cream. Pour over cabbage 
and mix. This recipe makes six portions.
